BOULEVARD FR(»M AUBURN 9TRKKT TO 
CIIAltl.KS RIVKIt — SUBSTITUTION OF 

LAROR FOR SMALL TRLEPIIONR POLKS 
THE OCCASION OK AN ORDER FOR A 
REVISION OF THE ORDINANCE RESPECT. 
INO POLES AND WIRES. 

Both branches of the city government 
met in their respective chambers in the 
City Hal), Tuesday evening. Mayor 
Bothfeld presided at. the session of the 
aldermen. The first business *as a bear- 
inf? on a petition of the Newton A Water- 
town Gas Light Company for location 
for poles and wires on Bradford road. 
Highland district. There were no re- 
monstrants. Mr. SimuelSliaw appeared 
simply to ask w hat the poles were to be 
used for. The information was fur- 
nished by Supt. Welles E. Holmes, who 
snid that the purpose was to supply 
eleotrio light for the residence of Mr. 
Spooner. Mr. Shaw said that he had no 
objections to offer if that was the object* 
of the petitioners. The hearing was 
closed. 

Licenses of the sixth-class were grant- 
ed to J. G. Kilburn. John F. Payne, 
Albert F. Wright. S. N. Sears and B. B. 
Buck. The above all received certifi- 
cates from the board of pharmacy. 

The following renewals of licenses 
were granted: James Delaney and Harry 
Snyder, junk; S. M. Davis, Mrs. Leigh- 
ton, Laura Edwards, intelligence offices; 
CatherineW, Edes, (Upper Falls) Robert- 
son, etal, Riverside boat house, innhold- 
er and restaurater. 

UpoD recommendation of the chief of 
the fire department, the mayor appoint- 
ed F. A. Barrows assistaut foreman of 
No. 1 engine company to fill the vacacy 
caused by the resignation of Benj.tmiu 
Tripp. The appointment was con- 
firmed. 

A petition of George N. March for a 
private telephone location across Copley 
street was received and placed on file. 

The bill of George E. Bridges for mak- 
ing a cauvass of the births and compiling 
a record of same was approved. 

At this point, the hearing was opened 
on tbe laying out of that section of 
Commonwealth avenue, (boulevard) ex- 
tending from Auburn street to tbe 
Charles river. 

Prior to the opening of the hearing, 
Alderman Bullard asked if the hearing 
for pole locations ou Commonwealth 
avenue was not called for 8 o'clock. 4, I 
understand,” saic^ he, ‘ that it was, and 
1 believe that it has tbe preference. I 
should like an explanation from tbe city 
clerk, he added. 

Col. K n isbury. tbe official referred to, 
stated that owiug to die pressure of 
business and through a slip, the notices 
had not beeu sent out. 

On motion of Alderman Bullard tbe 
heir ng for pole locali m* was, therefore, 
postponed uutii Monday, May 0, at 7.30 
o’clock. 

Mr. Sarell J. Willis was the first re- 
moustrant heard in relation to the ex- 
tensi m of Commonweal h avenue to the 
Charles nver. He appealed represent- 
ing Susannah H. Kim tall of An mrndale 
and eu eroii a pr >tcst in her behalf. He 
said that her property would be swept 
away as a result of the proposed im- 
provement. It has beeu her borne for 
years, he added, and as she is now along 
in years, it will b j hard for her to m ike 
a ne w one. 

A similiar protest was enteied by Mr. 
James f. Alien for Mias Annie Kittredge 
residing corner of Melrose aud .'Soaverus 

H. T. Wills appeared for Mr. A. H. 
Spencer, owner of the three small houses 
oQ Seaverns street. I und -rstand, 
said he, that the houses are to be re- 
moved. Mr. Spencer, he added, has 
been unable to sell or ieut them since 
they were erected because of the general 
understanding that they were to be dis- 
turbed or removed ou uccouut of tbe 
extension of Commonwealth avenue. 

In reply to Aldormau Plummer, Mr. 
Wills said that tbe proposal to run tbe 
boulevird through the section referred 
to had, undoubtedly, affected the rental 
and disposal by sale of Mr. Spencer’s 
property. 

Alderman Plummer— How long is it, 
Mr. W'lls, since these bouses were com- 
pleted? 

Mr. Wills — About a year, 

Mr. C. C. Burr— I o-jeci to tbe pro- 
posed route because it will take about 
125,000 let-t of valuable buildiug laud 
owued by me, besides necessitating th ■ 
removal of tbe stable now occupied by 
Mr. C. G. I'm k ti no. 

Alder m in Plumuier — Do you consider 
that seciiou of your laud near tbe ditch 
valnhle L»r building purposes? 

Mr. Burr— Yes sir. 

air. P. A. ,McVio«.r was next heard. 
Hu said that he represented, lie believed, 
tbe only business interest affected. I 
have been established in business iu mv 
preseur location, he continued, for 15 
years. Every me is aware of the diffi- 
culties iu the way of securing a site for a 
carriage manufactory <»r huiioess of sim- 
ilar character in Auburudale. It wduld 
he rea* I y a Her'oiiH mutter for me if dis- 
turbed and obliged to find a uew place. 

1 iuusr, tueieiore. . ut r aiy protest ou 
that ground aud also because of the cost 
involved in putting uj a uew building 
under the existing ordinances. It w<-uid 
amount to probably $20.0u0 There is a 
residence in the tear of my manufactory, 
wuich I occupy, lam willing to sacri- 
fice that iu tne interests of what might 
be regarded as a general improvement. 

I wua one of the suueis of the petition 
favoring tbe present route, but I under- 
stood that the street was to be only 70 
feet iu width. It that plau were to be 
carried out, it would uot be uecessary to 
disturb the huildiug used by me for a 
manufactory. 1 am willing to put iu 
every thing at a fair valuation except my 
business. That, I cinuot afford to sacri- 
fice. It seems to me that the route could 
he deviated slightly without detriment. 
There is considerable uuoccupied laud 
opposite ruy place. 

Mr. J. F Ryder entered a protest for 
Miss Howard, residing ou .Seaveru* 
sire. 1. It was for a sentimental reason, 
that of being compelled to give up her 
home und its associations of many years. 
Alderman Plumuier was lespousinle fur 
a glimmer of leliuf and his announce- 
ment th it Miss lloward's house was uot 
to be disturbed will, no doubt, prove 
agreeable news to its owuer. 

•\Jr. Sauhoi ii entered a reiuoustrauce. 
Uis objection was that lie h id just built 
upon the Benson estate and settled llieie 
expecting t » make it his home for some 
Umo. He did uot Itke the idea of vacat- 
ing aud seeking a place of residence else- 
where. 

Mr. J. W. Goughian— 1 own about 148,- 


000 feet of land along tho lino of the pro- 
posed boulevard. It is proposed to tako 
the best half It the boulevard extension 
projrot is carried out. Tne boulevaid 
will not hem fit me so much as it will 
others. I have now a street frontage of 
1023 feet. Of couise, I believe In im- 
provements, but I must add that In this 
case I expect to bo fairly compensated 
for any .»( my lind taken. The plan of 
route will convince most any one that it 
will result to my detriment as it will 
make a number of very Irregular lots 
d fficult to dispose of. 

Mr. A. D. S. Bell appeared in favor of 
the extension. He commenced by snying 
that the otlv council would duly consider 
all those cases where home associations 
were to bo h.oken up on acoount of tho 
proposed improvement. I am here, how- 
ever, he added, as tho representative of 
a large interest aud was requested to 
urge upon you the importance of com- 
pleting the boulevard at ouce. Those 
who originated the improvement, uot 
only gave land to the cir.v. but the prom- 
ise of a ca9b offer of $25,000. Tlioy ex- 
pected, of course, that tho boulevard 
would be laid out to tbe river with as 
little delay ns possible. 

Yon havo invested aliendv for the im- 
provement something like $225,000 and 
tbe city has got back enougn to provide 
for tbe full interest on the debt incurred. 
The boulevard projec ors were assured 
that tbe boulevard would be completed 
to the river without delay, at least of 
that character that could be possibly 
avoided. Newton ought to have this 
grand avenue from tbo Boston line to 
the river at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment. The river is a very important 
spot for sight and pleasure seekers aud 
is destined to become far more popular 
ns the years roll od. The people want 
railway facilities and as soon ns the 
whole aveuue is laid out they will be 
provided and thousands of peoplo can be 
brought to the very shores of the stream. 
That section of the river reached by the 
proposed completed boulevard is oue of 
tbe most noted boating and canoeing re- 
sorts in New Englaud and other interests 
pleasurable and otherwise are concen- 
trating there. 

Mr. George H. Ellis— While not an 
owuer of land along tbe oouleuaid, it 
seems to me that the city’s experience 
thus far in the uudercakiug not ouly war- 
rants, but forces it to go ahead aud com- 
plete Commonwealth avenue to the 
river. The return has provided for the 
full interest of tbe debt incurred, as 
stated bv a previous speaker. The 
boulevard is bringing more money into 
Newton, and the indirect result will be a 
healthy increase iu taxable property. 

At 8.35 o’clock, tbo hearing was closed. 
On a petition of the Newton & Water- 
town G is Light Company for locations 
tor poh sou Hartford, Washington and 
Grassmere streets, a bearing was ordered 
for Monday evening, May 20, at 7.50 
o’clock. 

An invitatiou from Charles Ward post 
to participate in the Memorial Day ex- 
ercises was received aud accepted. 

A somewhat delayed communication 
from Gov. Greeubalge was road. It, an- 
nounced that Saturday, Adi il 27 has been 
set apait as Arbor day. 

A communication from the school 
botrd wasrtceived. It was in tbe na- 
ture of a request for additional school ac- 
commodations, for temporory relief of 
pupils in the lower grades of the Rice 
building and for tbe provision of a four- 
room addition to that structure, tbe same 
to be toady at tbe opening of tbe new 
term in September. 

Mr. E. U. MasoD, Mr. Smith and Mr. 
Ward of tbe school board were present 
aud a committee representing tbe New- 
ton Centre Impiovrrment Association. 
On motion of Aldermao Deceit, tbe 
gentlemen were given a hearing. 

Mr. Masou explained the urgent neces- 
sity for the 4 room addition. He said 
that the temporary accommodations had 
been already provided, a room having 
been secured in Bray’s block. He re- 
ferred to Supt. Aldrich's views ou the 
suhject, incorporated in bis report ure- 
seuieil at the lasr meeting of the school 
board. That official, said be, called at- 
tention to the necessity of providing ad- 
dition tl accommodations tor pupils iu 
the Rice and Mrs iu schools, in tbe for- 
mer, be stated that there were 208 pupils 
iu 8 rooms. He said that in the Rice, 
tbero was pressing need for one 
ruom mw to accommodate one-half of 
the pupils in Miss Baker’B class. Another 
ro »m. be thought, was needed for estaa 
li.-h ng a kimlei garten. While these two 
rooms would provide for immediate 
waLts, to make suitable provision for fu- 
tuie r* qnirements. four uew looms, iu 
bis opinion, should be added to the Rice 
building. No time, be urged, should be 
lost iu briugiug this matter before the 
city council, as the uew rooms should be 
ready for occupancy at tbe beginning of 
tbe school term in September. 

iu tbe lowest class in tne Rice school, 
Mr. Mason went on to say, there are 07 
pupils aud the maximum number iu oue 
room ought uot to exceed 40. Tbe people 
of Newton Centre are urgent in tbeir 
call tor moie and better school accom- 
raoditious. A petition signed by 112 
parents was presented at tbe la9t meet- 
ing of the school board urging the pro- 
vision of relief by the onemug of tbe 
uexi school term in September. 

Mr. Smith said that the necessity for 
more school accommodation iu Newton 
Ceulre was uot a uew oue. it had beeu 
recognized as far back as in 181)1. The 
preseut cro wded condition, lie added, 
must ha relieved. It is hoped that th« 
city council will give the subject its 
prompt attention. 

Alderman Bullard— Would it be ueces- 
saiy to provide a brick structure? 

Mayor Bothfeld — As it is an addition 
to a building that is called for, it w. uld 
uot be necessary to construct it of brick. 

Mi. Masou in reply to an interrogation 
said the cost would not exceed $10,000. 
It will uot be uecessary, he added, to 
provide additional Dud. 

Mr. Ward said tho residents of Newton 
Centre wore deeply interested iu the 
school matter under discussion aud nari.- 
est in their efforts to have means devised 
at once to relieve tho overcrowded con- 
dition of the Rice buildiug. 

Messrs. Frank Ed i< amis. Rice and 
Copelaud appeared for tho Improvement 
society aud urged speedy action ou tbe 
p.ut of the ci'y council iu furnishing the 
relief asked for. 

A hearing was appointed for Monday 
evening, May 2b, on the petition of the 
New England Telephone Company to at- 
tach live cross arms to poles of tho New- 
ton A Watertown Gas Light Company 
ou Highland stieet. 

Tbe hawkers’ aud peddlers’ ordinance 
was passed to be ordained. 

Alderni m IMummer moved that the 
petitions ol IUo Newton A Watertown 
G is Light Company for locations lor 
poles on O'is street, aud of tho New 
Kni/iaud Telephone Company to attach 
ci oss anus to same, be granted subject 
to existing oidiuaucee of the city. 

Alderman Bullaid— After examining 
the ordinances aud masiug some uivrs- 
tigitious, 1 find that rights of laud owu- 
eis ere uot lully protected iu this in <tter 
oi pole locations. It seems that altu< a 
company ouce aecims its location it can 
later substitute a large pule tor a sma ler 


one and that under the existing ordi- 
nance, there la no redress. Several years 
ago, for iustanoe, some inconspicuous 
poles were put up on Highland street. 
Within a short time, they havo been re- 
placed by hard pine polos, 35 feet in 
bight and 10 teet at tho bnse. These 
poles aro most unsightly and tho resi- 
dents aro much concerned because the 
appearance of the street is certainly not 
improved. They can’t do auvthing about 
it, notwithstanding their very earnest 
desire to do so. It seems to me that if 
the companies can afford to put up such 
large poles, (such monstrosities), that 
they can afford to put their wires under- 
ground. 

Alderman Green— Tho street lighting 
poles are located subject to the approval 
of tho inspector i.l wires. The member 
of the board from Waid Three is a mem- 
ber of the street light committee and has 
an opportunity, therefore, of saying 
something about tho character of poles 
to bo located iu the streets of the city. 

Alderman Plummor— Tho opposition 
to the location asktd for ou Otis street, 
which was for tho purpose of furnishing 
eleotrio light for the houses of Mr. An- 
ders and others, I tbink was ineited by a 
spirit of selfishness. Tbe objeotors, it 
seoms to me, gave ovideuce of vory nar- 
row and contracted views so far as the 
largo poles on Highland street nre con- 
cerned ; everybody knows that they are 
wbat is teimed the combination pole, de- 
signed to cany all the wires for lighting, 
telegraph and telephone service. Tbo 
idea is, of course, to get rid of the mul- 
tiplicity of poles. These larger poles, 
straight and substantial, are better, so 
far as the appoarance of a street is con- 
cerned, than many smaller poles of all 
variety, some originally crooked and 
others bending over and twisted out of 
shape from tbe great weight of over- 
head wires. 

Alderman Bullard— The opposition to 
the pole locution on Otis street was uot 
altogether a personal oue. Quite a num- 
ber of real estate owners, whose inter- 
ests are as great as those gentlemeu de- 
siring the light for their bouses, entered 
a vigorous protest when the m itter was 
first broached. My point is simply that 
so far as tbe preseut ordinances are 
concerned, it would be possible to put 
up the same sort of poles on Otis street 
as those uow located on Highland street, 
which are a source of great annoyance to 
residents. It seems to me that the city 
is giving up too much of its streets to 
accommodate principally private com- 
panies. I only hope that some precau- 
tion will be taken to prevent any further 
disfigurement of our beautiful resideu 
t.al streets. If there was any way of 
limiting the Bize of the poles, I should 
have no objection to t' e O is street loca- 
tion. 

Mayor Bothfeld suggested that tbe 
borad might instruct tbe inspector of 
wires to with-bold permit to substitute 
larger poles for smaller ones if tho eon- 
sen: of tbe board bad not beeu given. 

Tbe order under discussion at this 
point was tabled for the purpose of tak- 
ing up matteis requiring concurrent act- 
tion. 

The following orders were adopted: 
Appropriating $500 for settlement of 
Haims of tbe city, pioviding for the lay 
ing out of the boulevard from Auburn 
street to the Charles river, and fixing 
compensation for damages in tbe cases 
of virions land owners affected by the 
proposed improvement; author ziog the 
construction of various concrete side- 
walks; providing for tbe issue and sale 
of eighty $1000 boulevaid bonds, bearing 
interest ut the rate of 4 per eeut. per an- 
num; providing for tbe issue and sale of 
52 highway bonds of tbe denomination 
of $1000 each for laying out and widen- 
ing several streets, providing sewers, 
reconstructing a culvert, etc., all of the 
proposed improvements except tbe lay- 
ing out of Appleton street, having been 
included in the appropriation budget of 
last year’s highway committee; author- 
izing tbe purchase of two police signal, 
live fire al.tr m boxes aud an indicator. 

Alderman Bullaid offered an order re- 
questing the committee on ordinances to 
iimeDd tbe ordinances relating to poles 
carrying wires, so that hen after larger 
poles could not bo substituted for smaller 
oues until after the par’ies in interest 
were given an opportunity to be heard. 

The Otis street pole location order 
was at this point taken from the table. 
Alderman Bullard said the permit iu his 
judgment should be refused, the hoard 
Having decided to chauge the ordinance.

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THE FIRST GERRYMANDER. 


MASSACHUSETTS HAS T »K DOUBTFUL 
IIONOli OF OIIIOINAIINO IT. 


J.*hn Bioh M’.M.istor contiibutos a 
timely article on The Political Depravity 
of the Fathers, in the May Atlantic 
Monthly. Bo nays: 

But it ifl to Massachusetts that we owe 
the introduction of the most infamous 
piece of party machinery this century 
has produced. In 1812 the .Jeffersonian 
Republicans of that state olected not ouly 
a Governor and a majority o'f the House, 
but, after years of persistaut effort, se- 
cured control of the senate. By the Con- 
stitution of Massachusetts it was decreed 
that the Senate should consist of forty 
men, chosen aunually from such districts 
as the General Court mark out, and that 
until such districts were created the 
Senators should bo chosen from the 
countioB. But the General Court had 
uever used this power, and the tempora- 
ry provision that each county should bo 
a senatorial district became iu time an 
established usage, with sll tho force of 
law. This usage, however, the Republi- 
cans now laid violent bands on, rear- 
ranged the districts without regard to 
county liner, overcame Federalist strong- 
holds by connecting them to Republican 
strongholds, cut Worcester County in 
two, joined Bristol and Norfolk, attached 
some of the towus ot Suffolk to these of 
Essex, and in tho next General Court 
had twenty-nine Senators out of forty. 

The story is told that a map of tho 
Essex senatorial district was hanging on 
the office wall of the editor of tho Col- 
umbian Centinel, when the artist Stuart 
entered. Struck by the peculiar outlino 
of the towns forming the district, he 
added a head, wings and claws with bis 
pencil, and, turuiug to tho editor, said, 
“There, that will do for a salamander.” 
“Better say a Gerrymander,” returned 
the editor, alluding to Elbridge Gerry, 
tho Republican Governor who had signed 
the districting act. However this may 
bo. it is certain that the name ‘‘gerry- 
mander” was first appljed to the odious 
law in tho columns of tho Centinel, that 
it came rapidly into use, and has re- 
mained in our political nomenclature 
ever since, ludeed.ahuge cut of the 
monBter was prepared, and the next 
year was scattered as a broadside over 
the Commonwealth, and so arous d the 
people that in the spring of 18111, despite 
the gerrymander, the Federalists re 
covered control of the Seuate and re- 
pealed the law: but nut before the proge- 
ny of the monster had sprung up in New 

At the October elections in 1812, the 
Federalists, with the aid of tho peace 
party, elected a majority of both branch- 
es of the legislature. The success was 
quite unexpected, and, greatly elated 
over their victory, they proceeded to 
gather its fiuits wheu the legislature 
met, a few weeks later. As the law then 
stood, it would become the duty of the 
people of New Jersey, early in Novem- 
ber, to choose eight presidential electors 
by a general ticket, a manner of election 
which would surely end iu a Republican 
triumph, for the party majoiity on a 
state vote was twenty-five huudred. But 
the Federalists were determined that 
tlieir opponents should not tiiumph, and 
six days before the election was to take 
place they repealed tbe old|law, deprived 
the people of a vote, gave tho choice of 
presidential electors to the legislature, 
and, wheu the time came, chose eight 
Federalist electors. 

The next act was to gerrymander the 
congressional districts. The custom so 
familiar to us, the custom of having in 
each state as many districts as the state 
has members of the House of Represen- 
tatives, was not iu general use, and the 
six Representatives from New Jersey 
were elected by a general ticket. Here 
again the Republican majority in tho 
state iusur. d a Republican delegation; 
but it was overcome on the eve of elec 
tiou by a bill which established three 
congr ssional districts, with boundaries 
so carefully marked out that four of the 
six Representatives were secured by the 
Federalists.

DEATH OF A. S. CHISHOLM. 


POPULAR MEMBER OF THE BOSTON 
HERALD STAFF PASSES AWAY IN NEW 
TONVILLE. 


Archibald D. Chisholm died at the res- 
idence of his father, Alexander Chis- 
holm, 7i) Washington park, Newtonville, 
Saturday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

Deceased was born in Boston and was 
42 years of age. Twenty years ago he 
became an employe of the Boston Her- 
ald and later held uu impoitant position 
in its counting room, where bo won u 
high place iu the esteem of both pro- 
prietors aud managers, aud his geuial 
manners and uniform courtesy made him 
a general favorite. 

He was a skilled ‘accountant nud bad 
more than the ordiuary aptitude and 
ability in business affairs. 

About 12 years ngo he left tbo employ 
of tbe Herald, aud went to New York 
City, where be established himself iu tbe 
export trade. 

List summer be returned to Boston 
and again eulcred tbe employ ot tbe 
Herald, taking charge of its publicity 
department. 

During bis earlier connection with that 
paper he was quite prominent iu the 
star** mtliiia. lie was a member of the 
Clall i ii Guard, Company C, 5th Regt. 
M. V. M., of Newton, iu its palmy days, 
wheu its ruukrt were composed of some 
of the best of Newton’s citizenship. He 
was also a member of the Boston Tigers. 

Mr. Chisholm weut to Newtonville to 
reside with his parents 30 years ago, aud 
their home has always beeu his home, 
except during his stay iu New York. He 
was uu married. 

His health began to fail last fall, and 
during three weeks prior to his death 
he was oonflued to the house, and to his 
room the greater part ot the time. The 
cause of death was bronchitis, which 
brought ou a fatal hiug disease. 

In Newtonville Mi. Chisholm leaves a 
large circle of frieuds, by wboiu he was 
greatly esteemed for many excellent 
traits of character.

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A GREAT PROBLEM. 


Newton has a great problem before 
her in the question of new school build- 
ings, and one that must be met in the 
next four years. The city has grown so 
rapidly that none of the older buildings 
are equal to the demands made upon 
them. Last week Graphic readers saw 
the appeal made by the people of Newton 
Centro, where the school houses are 
overflowing, and more room must be pro- 
vided at ODce. \ 

The same thing might be said of New- 
ton, where the Bigelow school and the 
Underwood school buildings are over- 
crowded, and never were intended to ac- 
commodate anything like the crowd of 
children that attend them. The Under- 
wood has had a good deal of money spent 
upon it to provide meaus of ventilation, 
more or less of which has been money 
thrown away, and the Bigelow’ building 
is no credit to the city. It is simply au 
old wooden barracks, without mo; ft of ha 
modern conveniences, and if the people 
of Newton corner weie not the most pa- 
tient and long suffering in the city, they 
would have demanded a better building 
long ago. 

Newton Highlands has a building 
which is a credit to the people of ihat 
section. West Newton is soon to have 
one large enough to meet the demands, 
and Newtonville succeeded in getting 
one for the Clufliu school some years 
ago, although many say it was not large 
enough at the time aud an addition will 
soon be a necessity. That ward will soon 
have another uew building on the north 
side of the tracks, however, and all parts 
of the city seem to be looked after, save 
Newton aud Newton Centre. 

In addition to these demands, there is 
an imperative call for more room at the 
High school. The old portion of the 
building is poorly ventilated aud incon- 
venient, and some pupils have bad to be 
withdrawn on account of ill health, al- 
leged to be due to the poor ventilation. I 


the place have long realized this, nnd 
have therefore been heartily in favor of 
the boulevard, which they believo will 
change all this, and by a proper lay out, 
will give a flno highway to the river, 
whioh is every your growing to bo more 
and more a centre of attraction. It will 
bring a much- to be desired boom to the 
north side, and lead to a better clnss of 
residences on the lino of the boulovard, 
nnd make that side of the railroad as desir- 
able as tbo other. The majority of the 
citizens aro very anxious to have the 
work pushed forward as rapidly as possi- 
ble, and disposed to help the boulevard 
along, rather than to place obstacles in 
its way. 

Any one who has watched the groat 
amount of travel over the sections of the 
boulevard that are already completed, 
can ead'y imagine what a popular 
thoroughfare the boulevard will be when 
once completed, 


The metropolitan water supply bill 
has been radically amended, owing to the 
efforts of Newtou, Brookline, Cambridge 
and Waltham, and is freed from many 
objectionable.features. Boston assumes 
two-thirds of the cost, leaviug the othor 
third to the other cities and towns. This 
one-third is assessed in a peculiar way, to 
protect the richer cities, one third of it 
according to valuation aud two-thirds 
according to population, and no assess- 
ment will be laid until 1000, provided 
the city or town has not applied for 
water from the system. The assessment 
is also figured on one-sixth of the actual 
population, and it is estimated that in 
1000 Newton will have to pay $6,300. The 
bill is very elastic in its provisions, 4 and 
applies to all the cities that may come 
in, and also to any others within a ten- 
mile radius of Boston. The question now 
is, why should Newton enter into the 
system at all? We have a water supply 
that will be adequate for the uext twenty 
years, at least, aud possibly longer, even 
if uothiug is done to increase our supply. 
Before we should need any water from 
outside sources, we should have paid 
nearly a hundred thousand dollars in 
yearly assessments. Probably when we 
need any extra supply there would 
be uo trouble in receiving it. If there is 
any sentiment against the bill as it af- 
fects Newton, our representatives could 
have Newtou exempted from the provi- 
sions of the bill. 


The Leather trust has caused an ad- 
vance in hides, by which the price of 
shoes will be advanced 25 per cent, and 
the trust will pocket several millions, if 
the thing goes through all right, as all 
the seventy million people in the country 
will be affected. The leather trust con- 
trols about 80 per cent of the tanneries 
in the country, and the shoe manufact- 
urers are dependent on the trust for 
their supply. The people have recently 
felt the exactions of the beef trust, and 
the Standard Oil Monopoly, aud now an- 
other necessity of life is to be brought in 
line. People can go without meat as the 
beef trust found, but they cannot very 
well go without shoes in this climate.

A large 
Rural piece, placed in fiout of the table, 
was presented to his grace by Miss Mary 
Stuart, in behalf of the school. 

A pianoforte trio by the Misses Mas- 
kell, Mullen and Belger preceded the 

S tincipal addrtss to the archbishop by 
ev. Fr. Robert, superior of the Pas- 
sionist fathers. 

He said :

Although not affiliated to your Diocese

M y the good God bless the remaining 
years of your life (aud may they be 
many) with uverv benediction from ou 
high! May the blight light of that grat'd 
intellect never grow dim! May i lie 
• strength of that uoble will ne’er dimin- 
ish ! May the burdeu of years rest gently 
on you ! 

May your beautiful model life coutiuue 
to mould iu the future as it lias iu the 
past the career of clergy and laity, and 
may forevei iu benediction he held, the 
name aud the memory of John Joseph 
Williuiiis, our model priest aud beloved 
archbishop.

It is a great, privilege for 
me to find a group of' cbildro , cared for 
by an earnest pastor, who gives every 
thought to r.vour o«re and spiritual wol- 
fare. May God bless you all, my chil- 
dren, your teachers and your friends, 
and may lie he your inspiring influence 
and example always. 

At the conclusion of the remarks of 
the archbishop, the audietico knelt and 
received his blessing. The clergy then 
filed from the platform nnd escorting his 
grace, left the school building and 
entered the parochial residence, where a 
dinner was served. 

The event was on i of most memorable 
and noteworthy in the annals of tho 
Catholic denomination in Newton.

SITUATION IN NE1IRA8KA. 

The reports of no destitution in Ne- 
braska are iiresponsiblo. The legisla- 
ture is unable to supply food and pro- 
vision for our relief. 

While the Chicago board of trndo can 
not aid us, and hundreds are at the 
mercies of charity. 

The cold and droary whiter of suffer- 
ing has passed and the ooraing of spriug 
has brought the helpless condition of 
the suffering peoplo more sorely to light 
and not one farmer in ten has seed grain 
aud feed, or mouey to buy it with. Seed- 
ing time beiug at hand, their destitute 
condition hears forcibly on their minds, 
as they kuow that which is in store tor 
them, should they not be able to sow* 
and plaut. Their condition is pitiable 
and only God knows their destiny, should 
the people of our sister states with- 
hold a generous and helping baud. The 
applications for provisions.are too great 
for our supplies, and are rapidly increas- 
ing. 

Despairing parents look upon their 
mite of fljur, then the pinched aud wan 
faces of their children, and lift tueir tear 
wet faces toward heaveu in heart felt 
supplication for tho welfare of their little 
ones. 

As the season advances the changeable 
weather of spriug. aud the loug contin- 
ued use of food, with no vegetal) es, 
fruit, or meal, is causing aa alarming 
amount ot sickness; which needs iuel, 
medicine aud proper nourishment. In 
t heir utter destitution well might they 
exclaim, “O God, why hast thou for- 
saken us!” 

Our people arj good, reliable, hard 
working lmsbaudmen, who have toiled 
and fought hard against cruel late. But 
have had to succumb to the ravages of 
ill fated providence. They shiver with 
dread as they look forward at their con- 
dition. Aud their restlessness denotes 
they are anxious to commeuoe sowing, 
and wrest from mother earth a bounti 
tul harvest. But where is the seed? A 
mocking question to them in their hu- 
miliating dependence. 

Most surely could the kind and gener- 
ous people at laige lealize our condition 
iu Northern Nebraska they would freely 
contribute to our relief. Feed aud pro- 
vision must be provided or our last hope 
is gone. 

Daik and cruel starvation stares many 
iu the face and without the aid of a gen- 
erous aud helping baud will actually oc- 
cur. 

The more urgent calls from the sick

This culture was submit- 
ted to Dr. Ernst, who detected no signs of 
diphtheria. Dr. Kelly, however, insisted 
that the symptoms of the child showed 
diphtheria. The board of health, how- 
ever, took the respon-ibility of removing 
the card from the house and admitted 
friends of the family. La»t Saturday 
night. Dr, Kelley was called to treat an- 
other child in the same family, and imme- 
diately decided that it was diphtheria, 
lie took a culture and submitted it to an 
expert. On Sunday, without waiting for 
a report from the culture, he used anti tox 
ine. The child died Monday morning, 
Later a return was received from the cul- 
ture, which was pronounced to contain 
diphtheretic germs,

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BOULETAKD RAILWAY HEARING. 

IT OCCliriKS CONSIDERABLE OF THE TIME 
AT THE SESSION OF THE ALDERMEN 
MONDAY EVENING— NEWTON A BOSTON 
COMPANY STATES ITS POSITION RELA- 
TIVE TO POLE LOCATION ON COMMON- 
WEALTH AVENUE THROUGH ITS ATTOR- 
NEY — ORDER PASSED AUTHORIZING 
A FOUR-ROOM ADDITION TO RICE SCHOOL 
BUILDING— ROUTINE BUSINESS. 


The board of mayor and aldermen met 
in regular session in the City Hall, Mon- 
day evenius. 

The first session was a hearing given 
to the Newton A Boston Stieet Railway 
Company on Its petition for a pole loca- 
tion on Commonwealth avenuo, from 
Walnut to Washington stroet, to provide 
a means of running a feed wire to sup- 
ply power to the Wellesley cfc Boston 
Street Railway Company. 

Judge Blaney appeared in remon- 
strance. He represented the abutting 
land owners and the Commonwealth 
avenue Street Railway Company, the 
latter a petitioner for locations for poles, 
wires and other necessary fixtures, on 
the same avenue for the purpose of 
operating an electric street railway line 
from the Boston line to the terminus of 
the boulevard. 

As the representative of the land 
owners and street railway company, 
Judge Blauey said that he objected to a 
double line of poles. Those interested, 
he added, believe that it is unnecessary. 
They aro of the opiuion that an amicable 
arrangement can be made whereby the 
feed wire desired by the Newton & Bos- 
ton Railroad Company can be run on the 
poles which the Commonwealth avenue 
Railway Company desire for carrying the 
wires for the boulevard electric street 
railway line. The latter company is wil- 
ling to attach the feed wires to its poles, 
providing the franchise is crauted and it 
receives a reasonable compensation for 
the privilege. It certainly would have 
no objection to offer under such circum- 
stances. for it may wish to obtain 
power from the same source. 

It seems to me, said he in conclusion, 
that the petition for the poles for carry- 
ing the feed wire should not be acted 
upon until after a decision has beeu 
reached in the matter of the proposed 
boulevard street railway. 

Mr. George H. Ellis also appeared to 
object to a double lines of poles. He 
agreed with Judge Blaney that an ar- 
rangement could be easily made that 
would prevent its necessity. 

Mr. Samuel L. Powers, representing 
the Newton & Boston Street Railway 
Company, said that the representatives 
of that and the Commonwealth Avenue 
Street Railway Company were not so far 
apart in their views regarding the matter 
of a double line of poles. The Wellesley 
& Boston Street Railway Company, be 
went on to say. has applied for a loca- 
tion from the Lower Falls to West New- 
ton, to provide the couuectiug link with 
the electric street railway running from 
Natick to Wellesley. It desires to go 
forward with the work of construction 
in order to open the road for busiuess by 
July 1. Of coarse, the important point 
is to carry a feed wire to supply the 
necessary power. The Wellesley & Bos- 
ton management is therefore willing to 
go ahead and put up a single line of 
poles through t'je boulevard, the same|to 
be transferred to the Commonwealth 
aveuue Company, if it receives the fran- 
chise asked for, subject to the carrying 
out of a mutually satisfactory arrange 
meat. 

If the new company constructs the 
poles, it was thought that they might not 
be in position in time to provide for the 
opening of the Wellesley & Boston line 
on the date named, as it would have a 
large amount of work to do in laying its 
tracks aud completing the geueral con- 
struction of its road. The company 
which I represent is willing to leave the 
conditions relative to the use of the poles 
and 'he matter of terms, for whatever 
privileges accorded, to the board of 
mayor and aldermen or the street rail- 
way committee. Its position is simply 
this — it desires the matter so tixed that 
it will not be prevented in opening its 
line from Lower Falls to West Newton 
early in July. 

Alderman Plummet — Mr. Powers, 
your company has exhausted every 
menus to* secure a locatiou for its poles 
for the feed wire by route other than 
Commonwealth aveuue has it not'.’ 

Mr. Powers — Yes sir. It has petitioned 
for a location for t lat purpose on other 
streets, but has mot with a good deal of 
opposition from owuers of laua abutting 
proposed route. 

Judge Blaney — 1 do not think, Mr. 
Powers, that the Newton & Bostou Com- 
pany need feel any uneasiness so far as 
any delay in putting up the poles is con- 
cerned. The Commonwealth Avenue 
Company cau do that work, l feel sure, 
as promptly as any other company. 

At this poiut, on motion of Alderman 
Grequ, the pole heariug was suspended 
in order to proceed with the hearing on 
the petition of the Commonwealth 
Avenue Compauy for an electric street 
railway locatiou. No one appeared in 
remonstrauce. 

Judgo Blaney appeared for the petj- 
tioneis askiug the privilege. Hu sai 
that they were ready to proceed at ouce 
with the work of construction if the 
franchise was grained. The plau, he 
added, has beeu prepaied and is, 1 under- 
stand, nearly acceptable to the city so- 
licitor. Of course, some slight modifi- 
cations may In* uecessary. 

Alderman Plummer — How muuy iu- 
corporators are comprised in your com- 
pany? 

Judge Blaney — Sixteen, 1 believe. 

Alderman Plummer — llow much of 
the stock has beeu pledged? 

Judge Blaney— The stock has not all 
bueu subscribed for yet. 1 don't under- 
stand, however, that that is uecessary. 
Wo are assured positively that the 
money will Ire forthcoming if the loca- 
tiou is secured. 


be possible to agree to that, condition. 

Alderman Bullard asked the consent 
of the board to give Mr John T. Prince 
the privilege of speaking upon the gen- 
eral subject of granting franchises to 
railway and other companies for street 
privileges. He said that Mr. Prince did 
not appeal as the representative of any 
corporation, but merely wished to say a 
few words from the standpoint of a oit- 
zen. 

The hoard voted to hear Mr. Prince. 

Mr. Prince— It is my purpose to ap- 
pear here tonight merely to aak if some 
policy can not bo laid dowu so that the 
interests of oitizens may be protected in 
the future whero these valuable street 
privileges aro asked for? It soems to mo 
that in a few yoArs our generosity in ac- 
cording rights in our highways will till 
us with genuine surprise. These fran- 
chises should be either in the control of 
the municipal authorities or let out to 
companies iu such a manner that the city 
would derive some renumeration. In 
Great Britian, oue-third of the entire 
system of street railways is uuder the 
control of the municipal authorities. In 
Glasgow, one company paid the iuterest 
on the outlay, provided a sinking fund 
to care for the entire oost and paid a 
rental of $700 per mile. Besides this, 
fares were regulated and other iuterestR 
of tho public protected. 

Iu Sheffield in 1S95, a franchise was let 
out to a company for a form of 21 years. 

It paid the interest on the whole cost of 
ten miles of road and a rental of $500 for 
each mile. In Huddeston, a place similar 
to Newton in population, n rental per 
mile approaching that amount was paid. 
The time and the conditions may Dot be 
ripe for that here, but it certainly be- 
hooves us to commence the inaugura- 
ting of some plan that will be more iu 
accord with our interests. It is not en- 
tirely a uew thing. Chicago has tried 
the experiment with one of its suburban 
companies with a fair degree of success. 
All poles, I think, are objectionable, aud 
companies should be required, iu my 
judgmeut, to place their wires under- 
ground. 

Mr. Prince's remarks caused quite a 
stir. 

Aldermau Plummer inquired if his 
plan of percentage of protits for street 
privileges accorded could bo carried out 
under the laws of this state? 

Mr. Prince— I do not know how that 
may be. I suppose that the necessary 
legislation could be obtained, if it is im- 
possible under existing conditions. 

Alderman Plummer— Do you think a 
company desiriDg a location on the 
boulevard in this city, without prospect 
of any very profitable return for the in- 
vestment, at least, for some years, eould 
afford to put its wires underground? 

Mr. Prince— 1 think it could. 

Mr. Powers— Are you aware, Mr. 
Prince that one-half of the street railway 
com names iu Massachusetts are not pay- 
ing dividends.? 

Mr. Prince— If that is so, I caunot see 
any reason for their existence. 

After some further questioning and 
replies to same, Mayor Bothfeld ruled 
the discussion out of order. He per- 
mitted Judge Blaney, with consent of 
the board, to ask two questions bearing 
directly upon the subject of the bearing. 
The first was iu relation to the proposi- 
tion to locate the Commonwealth 
Avenue tracks in the centie of that 
thoroughfare, providing carriage roads 
aud walks for pedestrians on either side. 
Would that render the railroad a source 
of annoyance? 

Mr. Prince, in reply, said that he did 
not appear to oppose the granting of the 
location of the Commonwealth avenue 
company, although be had stated that 
electric street cars were more of an 
annoyance, particularly on accouut' of 
the danger, than the ordiuary street 
vehicles. 

The second question was: ‘‘Do you 
know of any mechanical contrivance by 
use of which trolley and feed wires for 
the operation of au electrio street rail- 
way cau be run underground? 

To «tbo latter interrogation, Mr. 
Prince’s reply was to the effect that it 
might he possible to devise some plau 
by which it could be accomplished. In 
Berlin, he said, ail the telephone and 
telegraph wires were run ill underground 
conduits. 

The hearing was closed. 

A hearing was given on tho petitiou 
of the New England Telephone Com- 
pany for locations of poles on Turner 
street. Mr. E. E. Stiles appeared iu re- 
moustranee and read a letter from a res- 
ident owning land abutting on that street 
who, also entered a protest. Messrs. 
Robinson and Bass objected to the pro- 
posed location. The former wauted to 
know what the poles were to be used for. 
No one on the street desired them for 
any purpose, so far as he could learn. 

Mr. Aubrey, representing the tele- 
phone company said that the location 
was desired to reach the residence of ex- 
Aldermau Rnmery who wanted better 
telephone service. 

Mr. Robinjfrou — Mr. Rumery does not 
live ou Turner street. Is it sufficient 
reason for the use of Turner street, 
(whero the poles are not wanted), simply 
to furnish that accommodation to one 
having uo property interests there? 

Mayor Boibfeld — Not unless the board 
should deem it wise. It is your province 
to convince its members that it would 
be detrimental to the interests of the 
Turner street residents. 

The hearing was closed. 

The resignation or Jerry Saunders of 
the permanent force of the tire depart- 
ment was received aud accepted. 

A communication from G. VV. Fowle 
relative to laud taken by the eity for 
sewer purposes was referred to the com- 
mittee on claims, 

A petition oi residents for concrete 
sidewalks on Water street was re- 
ferred to tiie highway committee. On 
the petitiou of Newton A Watertown 
Gas Light Company for permit to attach 
wires to t) poles of the Now England 
Telephone Compauy on Fouutaiu street, 
u hearing was ordered for Monday even- 
ing, May 20, at 7 50 o’clock. 

Aldermau Bullard presented a remon- 
strance of citizens of Highland Htreet, 
who objected to the tall electric light 
poles recently placed there. They olaimed 
that besides disliguriug the street, they 
were injurious to abutting property. 
They also protested on accouut of the 
inauuer in which the ordinances regula- 
ting poles and wires were drawn. They 
urged that amendments or chauges 
liould be made so that large poles 


wood for conduits for underground 
wires. Mr. Aubroy, representing tho 
telephone company, said that the ma- 
terial had been used exclusively in 
Brooklyn, N. Y. Its use had been ap- 
proved, nearer home, by the selectmen 
of Brookline. It was used also in Lynn 
and thousands of foot had been laid in 
Boston (proper). Its life was from 25 to 
JO years. 

Mayor Bothfeld — Is it beonuse it is less 
expensive that the company desire* to 
use it? 

Mr. Aubroy — Not on that account 
alone. It has boon found a very safe 
material to uro. 

On motion of Aldermau Tolman, tho 
request, of tho telephone company was 
referred to tho street light committee, 
that body to roport, if possible, at the 
uext meeting. 

These petitions wore acted uoon: 
Alice C. Kerrigan, for inn-holder’s li- 
cense, referred to oommittoe on licensos; 
Ezra Porte, for gravel sidewalks on 
Webster street, referrod to highway com- 
mittee; E. F.vurott Bird, ec a)., for 
widening and improvement of highway 
at junctiou of Bowdoin Rtreet and Hilf- 
side road; referred to highway commit- 
tee ; L. A. Vachon, for licenses for pool 
mul billiard tables in Whito’s block, re- 
ferred to license committee. 

These ordors wore adopted: Authori- 
zing the public property committee to 
prooeed with the construction of a four- 
room addition to tho Rice school build- 
ing, cost not to exceed $11, (XX), and pro- 
viding for tne issue and disposal of a 
ton-year 4 per cent, note to provide for 
the cost of same; authorizing same com- 
mittee to advertise for bids for the con- 
struction of the four-room addition to 
the Rice building; appropriating $1345 
for laying water mains in Cottage For- 
rest, Watertown streets aud Mague 
court; authorizing the location of street 
lights in several streets, including one 
arc on Valentine, one arc od Park street 
and six street lights on Oxlord road. 

At 0 o’clock, it was voted to take a re- 
cess. 

Following the recess which lasted un- 
til 11 o’clock, the board reassembled, 
passed a batch of sewer ordors and ad- 
journed to next Monday evening. The 
time during tho recess was occupied 
chiefly in presenting details to commit- 
tees of tho plans formed for the boule- 
vard electric railway liue. The location 
was not granted, however, as there wore 
various matters to be arranged requir- 
ing further time.

* THE MODERN OYSTER STEW. i 

Thu Middle Ag*»d Men Contract* It With 
the Stew of Before the War. 

“When I wns n boy, before tbo wnr, ’’ 
•aid n niiddlo nj?ed man, “tbo price of 
an oyster stow in a j*ood ordinary rrs- 
tanrnnt was 12 > a cents. Tbo price has 
gradually gone up until now, in a good 
restaurant, an ordinary stew costs 2f> 
cents. In the old restaurant there was 
a cloth upon the table, but this cloth, 
unless you happened to find it when it 
had just been put on, was apt to bo fros- 
coed with coffee stains. There wore 
catchup and vinegar and so on, somo of 
them perhaps in bottles in a caster. 
Perhaps the waiter gave yon a picklo or 
two. Tho light was not very bright. 
The waiter brought tho stow in an oys- 
ter plate, and as the hot broth washed 
about a little in the plate ns ho carried 
it and set it down you were afraid it 
might burn his thumb. But tho oysters 
woro good. Let me pause to remark that 
tho oyster is something to bo grateful 
for. 

“Today tho table, without a cloth 
perhaps, is cherry or mahogany, finely 
polished. For a cloth there is spread 
before yon a napkin of ample dimen- 
sions and bright and fresh. Tho picklo 
is chopped up celery and very good. 
You get two kinds of crackers, and 
plenty of them, and a generous portion 
of French bread. The butter comes in 
a sightly little cone. Tho tnblo furni- 
ture is all good — dishes, glass, every- 
thing. Tho spread beforo yon is agree- 
ablo to the eye, and tho whole sceno is 
brilliantly lighted with tho modern in- 
candescent lamps. Tho stew comes in 
an oval dish that rests upon a plate. I 
don’t like to eat out of such a dish so 
well as I do out of n plate, but you 
know at least there is no danger burn- 
ing the waiter’s thumb. The oysters are 
good; the whole arrangement is away 
beyond tho stew of before tho war. It 
oosts more, but are we not better able to 
pay for it? For general get up and get 
and dash and stylo and comfort tho old 
stew couldn’t begin to compare with it. 
The modern oyster stew is one of many 
things that wo do an everlasting sight 
better than wo did.’’ — New York Sun.

AMSEMMIVIKNT OF I>OI.L« AND 
KEGIMT RATION OF WOMEN. 

Sect. 16, Ciiai*. 417, Acts of 1893. Amended 
by Sect. 1, Chap. 268, Acts of 18W. 

The Assessors, by one or more of their number, 
or by one or more Assistant Assessors, shall, in 
tho month o! May or June, in each year, visit 
every building in their respective cities and 
towns, und, after diligent iuquiry, make true 
lists containing, as near as they can ascertain 
the same, the name, ago, occupation, and resi- 
dence, on the first day of May in the current 
year, and tho residence on the first day of May 
in the piectd.ng year, of every male person 
twenty years of age or upwards, residing in their 
respective cit‘eB and townp, liable to te assessed 
for a poll tax; and shall inquire at the residences 
of the women voters whose names are contained 
in the list transmitted to said assessors by the 
registrars, according to the provisions of section 
forty-five of this act, whether such women voters 
aro resident thereat, und shall thereupon make a 
list of the women voters so found by them. 


TRUST ESTATES. 

Person* holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to fnrnlsli the Assessors with statements in 
relation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during tbo pust year, or liave changed 
hands, from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other peisons interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; and in default of such notice will he 
held to pay the tax assessed, although such 
estate has been Wholly distributed and p.iid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Scleu 
tiilc Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882, all persons uud corporations 
are hereby required to bring In to the Assessors 
of Newton on any day from May first to the first 
day of July next, true lists of all real and per- 
sonal estates held by such persons and corpora- 
tions respectively for literarv, benevolent, 
charitable, or scientific purpose*, on the first day 
of May, 1895, together wiili statements of the 
amount of all receipts aud expenditures by mob 
persons or cor poiutiou lor said purpose during 
the your next preceding said flist day of May; 
sucb lists and statements to be in such detail as 
may be tequlred by the tux commissioner. 

SHIPPING. 


Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to a firm, but each resident partner must include 
these items in his individual return. Owners 
aud agents of ships and vessels enguged in the 
foreign carrying trade, are referred to Sections 8 
and 0 of Chapter 11 nf the Public Statutes, for 
the form of return required to obtain exeap'iou 
from taxation upon the valuation of such pro- 
perty. Said returns to be made to the Assessors 
ou or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of all his taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon the valu- 
ation thereof, aud any person neglectiug to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list witliiii the time 
above specified, will be doomed at a legu meet- 
ing of tbo Board ot Assessors agreeably to tbe 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
persooal property must he In writing aud sub- 
scribed under oath before one of the Assessors, ou 
or before the fifteenth day of June, and that the 
Personal Property of all taxable pars >ns must be 
estimated by the Board uotwitln-tuudiug auy 
verbal statement or Informal written communi- 
cation to auy oue or more of the Assessors.— Pub. 
Stat. Chup. 11, Soot. 39 aud 41. When a person 
bus failed to bring iu a list or schedule of ull his 
taxable property, lu conformity to this notice, uo 
abatement of a tax assessed on Persoual Estate to 
such person can he grunted, "unless such tax ex 
ceeds by wore than fifty pur cent, the amount 
which would have been anssssedto that person on 
Personal Estate if he hud seusonunly brought iu 
said list; an 1 if said tax exceeds by more than 
fifty per eei t. the arid amount, the abatement 
shall lie only of the excess above the said lift y 
per oeut." -Public Statutes, Chapter 11, Section 
73.

IjOCATION ORANTKn TO COMMONWEALTH 
▲VENUE COMPANY— NOVEL PROPOSI- 
TION OF ALDERMAN ORKKN TO SE- 
CURE SOME RETURN TO THE CITY FOR 
THE VALUABLE FRANCHISE — PROMI- 
NENT CITIZENS DRAWN AS JURORS— 
NEW ENGLAND COMPANY GRANTED 
PERMIT TO USE CREOSOTE WOOD CON- 
DUITS FOR UNDERGROUND WIRES— 
ROUTINE BUSINESS. 


Both branches of the city government 
mot in their respective rhnmbers in the 
City Hall, Monday evening. 

In the board of mayor and alderman, 
the first m it ter of business was| brought 
up by the mayor who announced tlio 
presentation of the repoit of the city au- 
ditor, It was received and placed on 
file. 

Various petitions were next disposed 
of. One of Carlton street residents op- 
posing the laying of curb stones, one of 
M. J. Connelly for grading and partial 
construction of sidewalks on Beacon 
street and another of J. A. Andrews, et 
al., requesting the proper filling of Ham- 
mond street, Suffolk road and Kingsbury 
street claimed to have been left in bad 
condition following the work of laying 
sewers, were referred to the highway 
committee. 

Oa petitions of the Newton & Water- 
town Gas Light Co. for permit to attach 
its wires to poles of the New England 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. on Bellevue, 
Fountaiu and Valentine streets, the latter 
having given its consent, hearings were 
ordered for Monday evening, June 3, atS 
o'clock. 

The following persons were drawn to 
serve as jurors: (superior court); B. 

M. Kutello, Prince streot; Walter C. 
Ware, Seaverns street; George M. Cox, 
River street; Denuis J. O’Donnell, Lex- 
ington streot; Robert C. Bridgham, New- 
tonville avenue; Lyman W. Ktug, Gieeu 
wood street; Allsron Burr, Park street; 
Louis H. Farlow, Waveiley avenue; Harry 
H. Keith, Crafts street; Herbert E. 
Johnson, Pearl street. 

Aldermau White presented the peti- 
tion of the successors of the Natioual 
Fireworks Company for permit to erect 
several wooden buildings on laud situa- 
ted on Needham street; also petitions of 
same concern for licenses for manufact- 
ure and store of fireworks aud for keep- 
ing guu powder to be used in said m tu- 
ufacturing. The number of buildings 
required for tbe plant was 19, the largest 
of which is to be 40x30 feet. 

Mayor Bothfeld asked Alderman White 
if he knew of any objections. Has there 
been any opposition he inquired on the 
part of citizens? 

In reply, Alderman White, stated that 
he knew of no objections. He moved 
the reference of the petitions to the li- 
cense committee. 

The mayor suggested advertising a 
hearing as it was a matter of consider- 
able impoitance. 

Alderman Plummer said that in view 
of the hazardous character of the busi- 
ness, he thought it would be advisable 
to refer the matter to the building in- 
spector. He informs me, said he, that 
he had no knowledge of tbe petitions un- 
til tonight and that he has uot considered 
the subject. 

It was ft lally decided to provide for 
hearing Monday oveuimr, May 20. The 
order for bearing was subsequently re- 
scinded oh motion of Aldermau Plum- 
mer who stated that he had been in- 
formed by the chief of tne fire depart 
ment that tbe company owned some 39 
acres of land and rbe plan: would be 
practically isol ittd. It was then voted 
to grant the buildiug petui .rs aud hocuses 
asked for. 

Renewals of licenses for express 
wagons were granted M. I. Cox. R Kiik, 
E. bauds, J H. Smith aud J. W. Martin, 
employes of Adams Express Company. 

P. titious of C. Li. Stacy, et al. for 
sewer in Heushuw street aud of E. W.

A claim of $1890 on account ot land 
taken for sewer purposed betweeu Rowe 
aud Lexington street was also referred to 
that committee. 

Alderman Green reported favorably 
for tbe street light committee on peti- 
tion of New Eogland Telephone Co. for 
permit to use creosote wood conduits for 
underground nues, aud the board voted 
to grant the lequest. 

The following orders were adopted: 
Authorizing committee on military af- 
fails to make necessary anangemeuts for 
the partici nation of city council iu the 
Memorial D iy exercises and appropria- 
ting $300 tor expenses; attborizing the 
locating of street lights in virious locali- 
ties. including two on Berwick road, six 
on Brighton street, one (arc) on Jewett 
street, twelve on Valeutiue street, and 
one on Washington street iu front of Fire 
Station N i 2; authorizing the city treas- 
urer to pay over to the sinking fund com- 
missioners the sum of $3958. amount col- 
lected for certain sewer assessments; ap- 
propriating $2043 for watei mains iu Ed- 
iuboro street, Kukstall, Wion:a aud 
Ware roads BO 1 < » ik avenue. . 

At tills point, prior to offering the 
order autboiiz ug the railway lo- 

cation on the new b •ultv.ud the 
agreement executed oeiweeu the city 
aud the Commonwealth Avenue Street 
Railway Company was presea ed. It has 
satisfactory i o diti ns so far as the city’s 
interests ate concerned in the history oi 
valuable Irauuliises iu tins municipali- 
ty. The compauy U required to keep 
lue reserved spree in good coudilion, the 
grass to he cut regitlaily at its expense. 
All the work of construction is to he 
under the supervision of the city's 
agents aud to be made satisfactory to the 
city. Iu the event of changing the loca- 
tions of tracks if the company is so 

0 dere 1 b; tbe city, tie latter must pay 
the bill also the c ist of any changes on 
accouut of iuterforen m with exutiug lo- 
cations. The agreement was placed on 
file. 

Following the readiug ot the agree- 
ment, Aldermau Bullard presented the 
order granting to the Commonwealth 
Avuuue Street Railway Company looa 
lions for a double line of tracks, poles 
aud fixtures for the operation of a street 

1 ail way ou the new boulevard from the 
Boston line to Washington street, Au- 
biirndule. The older requires the use of 
a 53 lb rail, that w here loam is removed 
there shall he a filling of broken stone 
the keeping of the reset ved space iu 
good condition, the exorcise ot care in 
preventing avoidable injury to plants m 
shrubs, the use ol paving between and 18 
inches outside the rails at ull crossings, 
the putting up of hard pine p ties tit suit- 
able quality and properly painted be 
iwodu the tracks, ibe placing of cross 
urrns for electric light or other wires, 
tlie minimising of the oity on account 
of repairs necessitated by changes in lo- 


cations; the use of proper methods to 
prevent damago through electrolysis to 
water or other underground pipes; the 
prohibiting of the leasing of any of the 
lights acquired under the order without 
the consent of the mayor and aldermen. 
It it also stipulated that if the Common 
wealth Avenue Street Railway Company 
fails to construot its road and run cars 
thereon over the entire route within oue 
year from the datoof the passage of the 
order that the locations granted shall be 
void. 

The construction of a single track with 
thoneoeaaarv fixtures shall, however, he 
deemed i sufficient guarantee of good 
faith, aud the laying of the second track 
may be postponed until it seems appar- 
ent that its use is required by the public. 

Alderman Green said that ho had re- 
quested the street railway committee to 
iucoroorate as a requirement that tho 
boulevard should bo lighted at the ex- 
pense of the street railway company. I 
think, said he, that it should provide the 
electric lights necessary from the Boston 
line to the end of the route. A great 
deal has beou said, ho added, relative to 
valuable street privileges granted hereto- 
fore for which the oity has reoeived no 
remuneration. It is fitting that some- 
thing in the way of return should find its 
way into the city treasury. This is a val- 
uable franchise if secuied by tbe Com- 
monwealth Avenue Street Riilway Com- 


pany, and iu view of the privileges it 
gives it seems to me that the city should 
ba compensated, at least to tho extent 
1 suggested. It seems to me that the com- 
pany should be required to light the ave- 
nue as a means of public safety. It 
would be quite a saving for the city as 
tho expense to it of providing the neces- 
sary light would figure up about $3500 
per annum. 

Alderman Bullard— The reason that 
the street railway committee did not in- 
clude the requiremeut referred to by Al- 
derman Green was that there was a stat- 
utory obstacle in the way. Besides that, 
the gas and eleotric light commissioners 
refused to entertain the proposition and 
the Commonwealth Avenue Street Rail- 
way Company refused to acoept tho fran- 
chise if that condition was incorporated. 
The committee feels that tho street rail- 
way company has met tho city in a liber- 
al spirit nnd shown a disposition to be 
fair. It is thought too that the order as 
drawn is one which does consider the 
city’s interests aud that some return is 
received for the franchise. 

Aldermau Green— I am aware that 
there is a statutory provision preventing 
street railways from manufacturing elec- 
tricity for lighting purposes. That, how- 
ever, is not my proposition; I don’t want 
the Commonwealth Avenue company to 
manufacture the electricity; 1 simply 
waut it to furnish the light. My idea 
was that it could hire the light required 
of the Newton it Wateitowu Gas Light 
Company. 

Alderman Hamilton— It seems to me 
that the Commonwealth avenue compauy 
has beau fair. I would like to know, 
however, whether there is anything in 
the way of preventing the iuBertion of 
some condition that would euable the 
city to get some return, say when tbe 
road became sufficiently prosperous? 1 
think that the city has gone as far as it 
ever should in regard to giving these 
valuable street privileges to corpora- 
tions. practically as a free gift. 

Alnerman Plummer — It should be re- 
membered that tbe Commonwealth 
avenue company bus not asked for a lo- 
cation through a public highway. In 
this particular caBe, I tbiuk tbe city 
should meet the company in tbe same 
liberal spirit that has characterized the 
former’s overtures from the first. We 
must pursue a broad policy. I believe 
th >t the railroad on the new boulevard 
will be of inestimable value in buildiug 
it up. The railroad, in my opinion, will 
develop the boulevard, not tbe boule- 
vard the railroad. 

City Solicitor Slocum was asked for an 
opinion regarding the street lighting 
proposition. Tbe company under its 
charter, he said, would not be author- 
iz d to light the streets either direotly oi 
indirectly. 

Alderman Green — Would not the light- 
ing of the street be regarded as a 
measure in the interests of public safety ? 

Mr. Slocum— Tho proposition is a 
novel oue. but I am inclined to believe 
that it cannot be accomplished under 
ex’stiug statutory res rictions. 

Alderman Green — Would uot the pro- 
vision of light as a means of safety he 
regarded as a parallel proposition with 
mowing the grass or paviug from curb 
to curb? 

Mr. Slocum— I tbiuk that such pro- 
visions as you refer to were secured 
through special legislation. 

After some further discussion, the 
order iu the shape iu which it was pre- 
sented by Aldeimau Bullard was passed, 
no votes being recorded in opposition to 
tbe granting of the franchise. 

The standing rule or ordinance relat- 
ing to propelling of street cars was 
amen led for the purpose of ouabling 
companies running through reserved 
spaces to increase the speed above the 
usual limit of S miles per hour. The ob- 
ject of the cbatige it, of course, to facili- 
tate rapid transit on tlie boulevard. 

On the petition of the Commonwealth 
Avenue Street Railway Compauy for per- 
mit to continue a djuble Hue of tracks 
from Washington street over the boule- 
vard to tlie Charles river, with the right 
to put up poles and other necessary 
fixture!), a hearing was orderod for Mon- 
day, June 3, at 8 o’clock. 

Several petitions from the common 
ouucil were inferred to the appropriate 
committees iu concurrence aud it was 
then voted to adjourn. 


KITCHEN BAR ROOMS MUST 00. 


ASSOCIATION HEADED BY REV. FH. 
DOI.AN ORGANIZED TO ROOT THEM 
OUT. 


The house of Rev. Fr. Michael Dolan 
held a gathering of very interested and 
enthusiastic men Wednesday evening. 
The assemblage was thoro in response to 
invitations aent by Father Dolan to tho 
leading citizens of Nouantum district, 
requesting that thoy meet to form an or- 
ganization to oombat the illegal liquor 
traffic winch has been eart h ri on so ex- 
tensively and so sljlv for the past ten 
years. 

Last Sunday Father Dolan preached n 
sermon denouncing the ill*. oil sale ot 
liquor as carried on almost under the 
walls of tbe cburoli, and defining tho 
duties of good citizens to be to aid the 
authorities in suppressing tho nuisance 
After the sermon the before-moutioned 
invitations were sent out, with the re- 
sult that more thau 100 good citizens in- 
terested iu the welfare and good order 
of their town presented themselves. 

The special purpose of the meeting 
was to sign a petition, to be placed be- 
fore the board of Aldermen, requesting 
that extreme measures be taken to root 
out the kitchen bar-rooms from the 
Nouantum district. Tbe petition re- 
quests that officers be stationed at points 
in the district with authority and war- 
rants for the arrest of any person who 
may be suspeoted of running a "speak- 
easy,” or any person fiequenting such a 
place. 

Father Dolan, in a few remarks at tho 
opening of the meeting, said that at- 
tempts have been made to put a stop to 
this nuisance for a number of years past, 
but all such endeavors bad, heretofore, 
proved futile. He hoped that the asso- 
ciation just organized would meet with 
better success than had hitherto been 
achieved. In case their plans did not 
prove successful, he was in favor of hav- 
.ug a license so that the eity would get 
some benefit from the sales. 

Father Dolan is a strictly temperate 
man himself, and for a number of years 
has worked hard agaiust tbe sale of 
liquor iu Newton, aud it iB hoped that 
be aud his followers will provo effective 
iu ferreting out, and convicting the 
violators of the liqour laws. 

Newton, year alter year, gives an over- 
whelming majority against license, but 
despite this fact the police have found it 
exceedingly difficult to put a stop to the 
illegal sales in the kitchen bar-rooms. 
Notwithstanding constant iaids, and the 
utmost activity, new ones constantly 
spring nto existence aud flourish for a 
time. 

The population of the district is large- 
ly foreign in its oiigin, and is constantly 
shifting. These facts make the work of 
detection of illegal sellers unusually diffi- 
cult, but it has been found that tbe 
chief obstacle in tbe way of a severe en 
forcement of tbe law is tbe absence of 
the strong public sentiment against the 
trade, which has helped to fioe other 
parts of the city from the illegal sellers. 
Such a sentiment will be the aim of 
the gentlemen whom Father Dolan has 
interested in the work to create, and 
good i etults are confidently looked for.

The state snlons are evidently becom- 
ing alarmed at tho number of interna 
tional marriages contracted of late, to 
which American gills have been parties.

That tho members of the 
39th general assembly of the state of 
Illinois do hereby request the daughters 
ot Illinois not to accept the hand in 
marriage of any person who is not a citi- 
zen of the United States by light of birth 
or naturalization, ns we are of the 
opinion that the daughters of Illinois 
should be patriotic iu tbeir views, and to 
disregard the title of any foreigner, aud 
marry none but citizens of the United 
States.— Philadelphia Press.

An important conference was held in 
the Bell telephone building a few days 
ago, some of the bead men in the com- 
pany from other large oities having 
gathered to discuss a new switch board, 
which it is understood the Bell company 
has patented, 

It involves a complete change from the 
system now in use, but is a return in 
some ways to first principles. The pres- 
ent switchboards aro built on the multi- 
ple principle, by whicli each wire can be 
connected with auy other wire on the 
same switchboard. 

Tho multiplication of telephones has 
made this ariangement very complicated 
and required an enormous number of 
wires, and it is sought to simplify 
matters aud reduce the size of the 
switchboards by arranging the wires in 
groups, eaoli hoard erring for one group, 
and a trunk line being used to connect 
ouo group with another, something on 
the same principle as tiie several ex- 
changes are now connected. 

The introduction of this system and 
the arrangement of the new hoard are 
based on a series of statistics as to the 
connection of one line with another, 
gathered during several years,

(Hungary), Johann Szathmary and his 
wife celebratod the other day the 100th 
anniversary of tbeir wedding.

MILL PROPERTY BURNED. 


BRISK EARLY MORNINO BLAZE IN LOWER 
FALLS— LOSS $5000. 


The Finlay toilet paper mill, situated 
on Washington street, Newton Lower 
Falls, was ihe scene of a brisk conflagra- 
tion early Monday morning. The fire 
occasioned two alarms. The first was 
rung in at 2.05 o’clock aud the second 
just 5 minutes later. The overturning 
of a kerosene lamp, the watchman 
claims, was responsible for the blaze. 
He says that he was getting everything 
in readiness, to start up the machinery 
when the lamp was accidentally upset 
and exploded. Tho flames, he asserts, 
spread with alarming alacrity and burst 
through the roof two minutes after the 
explosion. When the first piece of tiro 
apparatus arrived on the ground, the tali 
iron stack feU and soon all that remained 
of the structure was the charred ruins. 

The buil ring was constructed of Btono 
and wood. The plant was not very valu- 
able. It is estimated that the loss on 
building and contents is about $5000. 


And This Was in Newton!

Last Saturday while riding on an elec- 
tric car Horn Watertown to Newtonville 
I was compelled to witness an instance 
of brutality that seemed incredible here 
in this good city of Newton. 

A horse attached to a buggy got 
frightened at the car and stopped. 

If the driver had been patient the terri- 
fied animal would have gone aboad all 
right as soon as the car passed, bathe 
lashed the horse most savagely.

This man was not a drunken teamster 
but a well dressed person, driviug out 
with a lady. 

There was no chance for any of the 
disgusted passengers in the car to ex- 
postulate with him, nor was there any 
way to get bis uame and turn him over 
to the hands of Mr. Angell’s society. 

It seems proper to call attention to this 
matter here because we have advauced a 
very short distance io learning the duty 
of kindness to the lower auimals, if such 
a scene is possible in Newton. 

More copies of such publications as 
“Our Dumb Animals,” should he circu- 
lated among us, but above all theie must 
be a clearer recognition of the fact that 
tenderness and pity are essentially parts 
of the Christian religion, and that the 
merciful man will not be merciful ouly 
to men but to his beast.

Alderman Green presented a very 
ingenious scheme, Monday night, in the 
discussion over granting a location to 
the Commonwealth avenue S reet Rail- 
way company. He thought that the city 
ought to get some return for valuable 
franchises, and in this case he thought 
a fair return would be that the company 
should light the aveuue, which will cost 
the city about $3500 a year, if the city 
has to do it. It was objected to this, 
that electric street railway companies 
cannot under the statute engage in the 
business of manufacturing or distribu- 
ting electric lights, but Alderman Green 
thought it would be easy to get around 
this, as the company will have to put up 
poles along the avenue, and by allowing 
the Newton and Watertown Gas com- 
pany to use the poles, they would prob- 
abiy be willing to furnish the electric 
lights at alow figure. The city solicitor 
was hardly prepared to say that such an 
arrangement could be legally made, so it 
was not insisted on, but*the scheme is a 
good one, and calls attention to the fool, 
isbuess, to|call it nothing worse, of giving 
away valuable franchises, without re- 
ceiving any equivalent. The Common- 
wealth avenue company may not he a 
good one to begin with, as it will proba- 
bly have to scratch for its nickels for 
some time to come, but it will in 
time have a large income, and in some 
future time could afford to pay for its 
privileges. A city ought to derive rev- 
enue enough from its franchises to go a 
long way towards paying its yearly ex- 
penses, instead of giving them to auy 
corporation that asks for it. After a cor- 
poration once gets a franchise, it imme- 
diately puts a large valuation upon it, as 
has been found many times when iLe 
franchise is offered for sale, or a city 
wishes to assume the ownership of it. 
Cities in other parts of the country get a 
revenue from such things, but here in 
Massachusetts there are so many statu- 
tory regulations that it looks as if the 
corpoiatious bad made the laws in ibe r 
own interests, without much regad to 
the interests of the public. 


There is a geueral demand for the ex. 
teusiou of the wideuiug of Wssbiogtun 
street as far as the B iston line by way of 
Park. and I'retnont streets, and a petition 
is in circulation to thit • fleet , which is 
receiving mauy signatures. This would 
not now be a very expensive affair, as 
Tremont street is not built up to auy ex- 
tent, and it would give the West End 
cars a char.ce to come to New- 
ton, and so give Newtou a tive cent fare 
to Boston. Such a change would be a 
more dirtet benefit to Newtou people 
than the wideuing of Washington street 
about the bauk, and it would cost but a 
' trifle compared with the latter. lu this 
counection it might be stated that there 
is also a movement to have a change 
made in the plans for wideuiug Washing- 
ton street, from Cbannitig street to Nun- 
autum square, and to take the land ftom 
the north instead of from the south side. 
This would uot destroy so much valuable 
property as the houses on the line could 
be moved bick, aud Bacou’s and Hyde’s 
block could be easily moved back, there 
being pleuty of vac nit land in the rear, 
which is uow of little value for auy pur* 
pose. This wuuld Lot interfere with 
Cole’s block, the b ink property, or the 
buildings between Centre street aud the 
railroad track, aud those who favor the 
plan say that the city would not ouly 
save money by the change, but would 
also he able to r< tain iu the tax list much 
valuable property which otherwise 
would be destroyed. The plan is certain- 
ly worthy of consideration. 


The legislature has finally got down 
to business, and started iu with evening 
sessions, so that it may possibly adjourn 
befote the end of the summer. The hot 
weather of last week is credited as the 
inciting cause, aud mauy tbiuk it is un- 
fortunate that the hot spell did uot come 
in February. So far everything has beeu 
done so leisurely, that uo progress could 
be made, and such progress as there was 
has had to he corrected, in a number of 
instances, as soon us the legislators found 
that they hud acted contrary to public 
sentiment. It is uufortuoate that meu 
are not elected who are more iu touch 
with the people, as that would save the 
necessity of marching up u hill only to 
march down again. Long sessions of 
such legislatures as the prase ut are uot 
an utimixud evil, as it gives them time to 
correct their mistakes. There are al- 
ways compeiisat ous, if one ia inclined to 
look for them, hut how much better it 
would be to have biennial sessions, aud 
save all the fuss. However, the piusuiit 


legislature has done a good deal to edu- 
cate the people up to the need of this 
reform. 

TnK weather has been the principal 
topic of conversation the past woek. 
The wheelmen and others who did not 
place faith in the weather predictions 
Inst Sunday morning, came home with 
sadly draggled plumage, and as it was 
the third successive Sunday that has 
beon stormy, it caused groat ^disappoint- 
meat to those who have only that day 
for an outing. The fall in the mercury 
that followed the storm brought the 
coldest weather for May that wo have 
had in many years, and following so 
closely upon the extreme heat, if was 
very uncomfortable, and colds are more 
fashionable than ever. The harrowing 
tales that come from the west of snow 
storms and great damage to crops and 
fruit, should be taken with some allow- 
ance for the vivid imagination of the 
western newsgatherer, but there seems 
to be no question, unfortunately, that the 
loss will be very large, and the western 
farmers, who have had so many bad 
years, will be about discouraged. 

The apple tree worm is making its ap- 
pearance again, and the old fight will 
have to be renewed with promptness, 
if the pest is to be kept under. Nests are 
already appeariug on the trees, and the 
best way to get rid of them is to cut off 
tho branches on which they cling and 
bum them. Trying to burn them on the 
trees with a torch is never very effective, 
as after a little time the nest is built 
again and the work has to be done over. 
The warfare against these pests has beeD 
so general for the past two or three years 
that it ought to be an easy matter to 
keep them from doing much damage this 
year.- 


The Commonwealth aveuue street rail- 
way has uow got its location from the 
Boston line to Washington street, West 
Newtou, and it has already made appli- 
cation for an extension to the Charles 
River, although the street is not yet 
built. It shows the faith of the railway 
people, however, that the boulevard is 
to be extended without delay. They 
say that they intend to begin laying their 
tracks without dolay, aud possibly we 
shall see cars running this summer. The 
railroad people are to take care of tho 
space reserved for cars, and are to be 
allowed to exceed the eight miles an 
hour preset bed for cars that ruu in the 
streets. 


TnE action taken by Father Dolan, 
towards breaking up the illegal liquor 
selling in Nonantum, will have the ap- 
proval of all good citizens, and all will 
hope that his efforts will be crowned 
with success. He has called to his aid 
100 of the prominent Catholics of the 
district, and the influence of the public 
sentiment will doubtless be lelt. Per- 
haps if those who rent buildings to these 
illegal kitubeu bar-rooms could be iu- 
dueed to join the movement, it would 
prove more effectual. There are some 
Houses with such au unsavory history 
that they seem to lead every occupant to 
t eugage iu ibe rum business. 


They are u.ivtug a great nine in Wal- 
tham, over the uonstiuctioii of the New- 
tou street Railway’s new line ou Moody 
street. Tbe city goverumeut has betn 
quairtlltug for weeks over tbematcei, 
the city engiueer has giveu tbe wrung 
grade, or tue railway engineer has 
adopted the wrong grade aud tbe air has 
oeeu quite healed, in spite ot the coin 
wave.

The fifteenth annual meeting of tho ( 
West Newton Women’s Educational Club 
was held on Tuesday. 14th. and tho fol 
lowing officers were elected:

vice presidents, Mrs. Kate A. Mead, Mrs. 
Ellen M. Pratt, Mrs. Sarah Davis, Mrs. 
Mary It. Martin, Mrs. Kathleen M. 
Phipps, Mrs. Adelaide L. Gilman, Mrs. 
Jane M. Hastings; rec. sec’y, Mrs. Anna 
L. Bailey; cor. sec’y, Mrs. Susan I). 
Crockett; treas., Mis. Ellen P. Perrin; 
directors, Mrs. Annie I). Alniy, Mrs. 
Harriet G. Paine. Mrs. Abbie E. Davis, 
Mrs. Thirsa B. Sands. 

The annual reports of secretary antj 
treasurer weie read, and also the reports 
of committees aud classes, all showing 
the club in a flourishing condition. After 
the business meeting, supper was served 
many of the members responding to the 
question, “What is my hobby, and 
why?” 

A double quartet of young ladies fur- 
nished music for the oecasion. A 
pleasant feature of the after-supper pro- 
gram was the presentation to Mrs. Wal- 
ton of a handsome parlor cabinet, and a 
lovely vase holding fifteen roses, as a 
token of tue love and esteem of all the 
members of the club, and their apprecia- 
tion of her flfteeu years of faithful ser- 
vice as their president. 

ANNUAL REPORT. 

Looking back over the year that has 
passed, we find the condition of the club 
very gratifying. The programs have 
been excellent, and have been received 
with enthusiasm, and there is a bright 
outlook for the future. The club closes 
its fifteenth year today, a year not 
eventful but prosperous aud happy. 

Tbe club has become one of the most 
important factors that has entered into 
the lives of women, as it has taught them 
to be more kindly and forbearing, and 
less critical towards each other, which 
is perhaps the best object of women’s 
clubs. 

In looking over the program for 1894-

gypsying,” and saw the gypsy in his 
native haunts; another member took us

We have been travellers also in the 
realms of history, philosophy, art aud 
music. Charles Lamb was tbe subject 
of a delightful essay by a member; aud a 
novel afternoon with “the sibyls,” illus- 
trated with stereopticon views, was con- 
ceived and executed by another; while 
“socialism” was presented in several 
interesting papers by other members. 

Prof. Black, of Edinburg, spoke to us 
of "Bairie,” and read selections from 
“The Little Minister.” A delightful 
trip was takeu through Mrs. Crane’s 
interesting paper on “Mediterranean 
Days,” and by the aid of photographs, 
places and scenes were much enjoyed. 
Prof. Bailey, of Brown University, told 
us “Tbe Relations of Insects to Plants;” 
and Mr. Yovtcheff, the Bulgarian refu- 
gee, of “Life under the Tuiks.” We 
spent some charming “Bohemian Days'’ 
on a house-boat with Mis. Chaloner, and 
admired tbe sketches mule by her hus- 
band. Supr. Aldrich spoke to us of 
“Some R-ceut Changes in Our Public 
Schools,” at a special meetiug, when 
guests were invited. “The Woman of 
the Renaissance and the Woman of To- 
day” were compared in an able manner 
by the gifted young lawyer. Miss Mary 
Greene, of Piovidence, R. I.; and “Mar- 
lowe and His Times” was discussed by 
Miss Emily Wethtrbee, of Lawrence, 
who gave selections from bis principal 
tragedies with much dramatic power. 

Music has been an unfailing accom- 
paniment at each meeting, and has been 
one of the pleasantest features, and 
thanks are due the music committee for 
the fine programs provided. 

The social features of the club have 
pot been neglected, aud our occasional 
club teas have doue much towards pro- 
moting sociability, and true sisterly in- 
terest iu each other. 

Our gracious vice president ODeued hor 
home for our first reception. The rooms 
were attractive with plants and fl >wers, 
and the spirit of hospitality reigned, 
while the members flitted bout, nuking 
themselves generally agreeable. 

Only once a year do we have the 
, pleasure of welcoming and entertaining 
our geu'Umen frieuds, and our “Gentle- 
men’s Night” is an ideal meeting, the 
guests evidently enj >yiug the occasion as 
much as tbe members. 

Ourannuil meeting and supper closes 
the season, aud is a gala time for those 
who are fortuuate enough to be present 
at this double feast, tbe feast material, 
aud tbe feast intellectual. Cou rary to 
our usual custom, no guests were in 
vited this year, the occasion being a 
special re-miinu for members, with de- 
lightful music, much joviality, aud 
good-fellowship. 

It seems appropriate at this time to 
speak of the courtesies extended to our 
club from many of our sister clubs dur- 
ing the year; of the pleasant opportuui 
ties of meetiug and talking with club 
women of other towus; the free and 
cordial interchange of methods aud plans 
of work; aud encouragement gained 
therefrom.

After the business meetiug, the club 
adjourned to the diuiug hall where a 


number of well sprotd tables awaited 
them. These were beautifully deoorated 
with flowers, under the charge of the 
efficient hospitality committee, with 
Mrs. Peabody at its head. After supper, 
Mrs. Walton began her sixteenth year in 
the presidential chair, by announcing the 
topic for discussion t.o be “What is your 
Hobby and why?” Mrs. R >we announced 
her favorite cause to bo that of temper- 
ance. and cave an interesting account of 
the work of ho W. C. T. U. 

Woman Suffrage has recently been 
made obligatory in every branch. 

Mrs. Waltou spike of the change in 
public sentiment siuco the timo when 
she was president of a branch of the W. 

C. T. U.. when any reference to woman 
suffrage was received with ominous 
silenoe or marked disfavor. 

Mrs. White was called upon to describe 
the baby club of the W. N. E. C. She 
said it wns a small, but energetic infant, 
of octBgon shane, born with teeth, and 
able to talk well. It amuses itself with 
a magazine, the topics assigned to differ- 
ent members being Progress of tho 
World, Home Circle, Book Reviews, 
Character Sketches, Poetry. Stories, the 
Woman Question, and Nows of the D»y. 

A composite novel to which each mem- 
ber contributes a chapter is an entertain- 
ing feature, aud the funny column is well 
supplied with original conundrums. 

Mrs. White’s remarks were greeted 
with applause, and Mrs. Walton pre- 
sented her with a gavel in the form of a 
rattle, the gift of the W. N. E. C. to its 
offspring. 

Miss Porter read some very funny 
nonsense verses, an msthetio burlesque, 
which was the cause of uproarious 
laughter. This well known disciple of 
Browuing, a very intellectual woman, 
has a fund of dry humor, which is the 
source of great enjoyment to others. 

Mrs. Abby Davis said she had several 
hobbies. She was brought up among 
abolitionists, she marched in the ranks 
of the cold water army, proudly bearing 
a bauner inscribed, “Tee total or no Hus- 
band.” She was taught to think that 
men and women should be punished 
alike for wrong doing; she believed in 
equal rights for both sexes, and she was 
elevated to hydropathy. Her motto 
was “Throw physic to the dogs,” and 
use plenty of water; aDd she believed 
this method was responsible for the 
good health which she had always en- 
joyed. (If bright eyes, quick intellect, 
abundant energy, aud remarkable execu- 
tive ability are the product of devotion 
to hydropathic treatment, perhaps it 
would be well for club women to add 
Mrs. Davis’ hobby to their own assort- 
ment.) She read some funny verses, “A 
Lute of Lone Ago,” in her own inimita- 
ble style, which as usual brought down 
the house. , 

Miss Rider responded for the Auburn- 
dale members, proving that one might 
“rest” with “tbe saints,” and yet be 
lively and witty. 

MrR. Crockett said good housekeeping 
wns her hobby. That over which she 
sometimes presides at the club proves 
that she can ride this hobby thoroughly 
well. 

Mrs. Allen gave an amusing account of 
the definitions of tbe word hobby to be 
fouud in tbe dictionary, aDd of the llesh 
and blood steeds, which had earned her 
through life, stating that her busy days 
prevented her taking many ideal excur- 
sions. 

Mrs. Dunbar said that one of her pet 
bobbies was economy, though in one in- 
stance her thrift proved thriftless. She 
gave a funny story of her hobby mount- 
ed ou a bicycle, when it rode the road to 
ruin. Mrs. Warren Davis said tresh 
air and sunshine were her hobbies, 
aud plenty of light, especially the light 
of truth, which illumines tbe soul. Mrs. 
Bailey said her bobby was women’s 
clubs and she considered the W. N. E. C. 
tbe best of them all. 

Mrs. Paiue, Mrs. Elliott, and Mrs. 
Martin spoke briefly, tbe latter referring 
to Maria Edgeworth as being tbe main 
spring of her bobby. Mrs. Sampson 
recommeeded the making of scrap books 
as an entertaining amusement for club 
members, aud thought many of tlieir 
bright sayings might be preserved in 
this way tor tbe enlightenment of those 
who should come after them. She too, 
like Mrs. Davis, had been brought up 
among abolitionists and wotnau suf- 
fragists, and had belonged to tbe cold 
water army down the Old Colony. Mrs. 
Perrin said she hid a hobby and the 
wonder was that she was alive to tell of 
it. It was mushrooms of which she was 
very fond, aud it is evident she must 
be a person of great discrimination, 
though she did not say that, but all the 
club kuow it. 

Mrs. Anders being called unon by the 
president to give an account of her hob- 
by, responded with au apt speech, assur 
iugMrs. Walton of the love and esteem 
of the club, aud asking her acceptance 
of a token of their affection. The diuiug 
room door opened at this moment and a 
beautiful curio cabiuet was impelled 
forward, taking tbe president so much 
by surprise that tor a few moments sbe 
seemed unable to speak. When she 
found her voice, she responded iu a few 
fitting woids aud related a similar ex- 
perience in the past when she had been 
one of the couspirators.

If 
he shall succeed in tho incredibly diffi- 
cult task of impnrting a perfect flguro 
to tho present disk, which is 03 inches 
in diameter, it will bo a remarkable 
triumph of skill and a prodigy of labor.

Money, Banking, and Currency. 

(From Harper's Weekly.) 

The price of silver began to fall about 
1800. and it baa kept on falling ever since, 
lit 1879, three yeais before the demone- 
tization “crime,” it had fallen 1.8 polnta 
below the 100 standard of 1800. But 
every other commodity had an vanned. 
Meat was 174.8 when silver was 98.8; 
other food was 140 8; clothes were 189.4; 
while wages weie 102.2. Therefore at 
this time, at nil events, the prices of 
food, of clothes, and of labor did not fall 
with the piice of silver. Inventions, 
labor-saving machinery, and the great 
industrial progress that has marked tho 
nineteenth century bRd cheapened pro- 
duction. There was uo silver in circula- 
tion, as there is now, and tbe changes in 
the price of silver had not affected the 
gettersl market. Then as now, also, tbe 
purchasing power ot wages was increas- 
ing. Not a necessary of life was so cheap 
in this country in 1870 as it had been in 
1800, but the labor that could have pur- 
chased $60 worth of goods in 1865 pur- 
chased more than $114 worth in 1870. 

Silver continued to fall. In 1875 it was 
92.2, compared with tbe scale of 100 in 
1800. At the same time all other prices 
had gone down, and they have continued 
to go down, until within tbe last few 
mouths, when they are rising again. 
But it is to be noticed that while tbe cost 
of commodities decreased, the purchas- 
ing power of wages increased, until it 
had riseu from 114.1 in 1870 to 172.1 in 
1890. 

Tlte fall in prices has not been con- 
fined to this country. It has taken place 
in Great Britain as well. It is due to 
better and cheaper methods of produc- 
tion and transportation. The tendency 
of prices has been the same in gold and 
iu silver countries. The amount of 
money has had no influence upon them, 
but modern progress is accountable for 
most of the decline, and overproduction 
for some of it. How much the inven- 
tions of cheaper and better methods of 
production has accomplished in bringing 
about a reduction of prices is shown by 
tbe decline in tho cost of metals and im- 
plements to tbe producer, to which tho 
inventive genius of tbe world, and es- 
pecially of this country, has chiefly 
directed itself. Representing the gold 
price of metals and implements in 1800 
by 100, iu 1870 it was 127.8 in paper, aud 
in 1890 it was 74.9 in gold. Iu England, 
at the same time, the price fell from 100 
to 87 4. The causes that bring about 
leductions iu price are shown hy these 
statistics of production: In 1800, less 
than 7,000.000 tons of iron were produced 
in tbe world. In 1892 the production of 
iron had increased to 20,000.000 tons, the 
United States alone producing 9,157.000 
tons. What wonder that iron is cheaply 
than it was? Silver has grown cheaper 
for tbe same geueral reason that has 
governed the price of iron. In 1873 tbe 
world produced 63,207.000 ounces of 
silver. It wts worth $82,120,000. If it 
had been coined it would have made 
only $81,800,000. In 1803, the world’s 
product of silver was 101,770,100, aud it 
was worth $120,185,300. But if it bad 
been coined it would have made $209,- 
165,000. Can any one imagine a greater 
swindle than such a creation of false 
values would have been? Iron that was 
worth $100 in 1800 could be bought for 
$75 in 1890. Suppose that the law bad 
compelled every farmer to pay for tbe 
iron iu bis agricultural implements at 
the price prevailing iu 1800? would 
there not have been a revolution? Why 
should tbe laws treat the silver-miaers 
any bettor than they treat tbe irou- 
miners?

“The 
abuse of the liquor part of this business Is 
being, aud uuiit be, slowly crowded out,’’ is 
a statement of fact which the association 
lias earnestly advocated for many years, 
each succeeding convention more and more 
ftrongly placipg itself ou record to that ef- 
hot.

MORE REMARKABLE THAN EVEN THE 
FAMOUS TICHBORNE CASE. 

A t' n Ion Soldier Killed In llnltln Upturn* 
After Nearly Thirty Year* and Is llreog- 
nlKed by Ills fondly — Clnlncint Not Sim- 
tninrd In Court. 

Tlie United Slate? supremo court has 
just handed down final decision in n lo- 
! 1 dispute over n question of idontity, 
which is tho most rennrkablo in the 
history of law, outdoing even tho fa- 
tuous Ticliborne ensn. It is tho story of 
a Union soldier who was killod mid 
huriod on the field of buttle, yot who 
was resurrected nnd rejoined his family j 
and friends. 

Few tnlos of fiction approach in in- 
terest this rotnanco of n real Enoch Ar- 
den, whom crnol fate relegated to n 
penitentiary. 

On April fl, 1802, William Newby, 
privnto in nn Illinois rogiment, was 
killed aud bnried on tho field of Shiloh. 
At all events, no qnostion of tho fact 
was raised for nearly 30 years. Ho loft 
in tho town of Cnrmi, Ills., a widow 
nnd a mother. 

Nearly four years ago n man wnlkod 
into Carrol, hatless and by no moans 
well clad, nnd nunouncod that ho was 
Newby, tho lost, soldier. Nobody rocog- 
nized bin at first, and this was not sur- 
prising after such a lapse of time. Bnt 
ho, talked with old residents of thoplnoo 
and recalled so many nntewnr Incidents, 
with reminiscences of persons nnd 
places, that finally they wero convinced 
of his identity, lie explained that ho 
had boon shot in the head nnd left on 
the battlefield. Afterward ho recovered 
consciousness aud was made a prisonor, 
being taken to Libby prison. 

Being partly deprived of reason by 
his wound, he spent many yoars in

southern pom-houses until at length he 
landed in the almshouse nt Taylors- 
ville, Ills., where he came to himself 
again nnd romembored who he was. 

Now, it is quite true that he was for 
a time in the almshouse at Taylorsville. 
There ho met an old man named Joseph 
Newby, brother of the William who 
fought at Shiloh. 

This aged pauper was rather garru- 
lous and had many stories to impart 
about his brother William, the history 
of tho family, incidents respecting old 
residents of Cnrmi and its neighbor- 
hood, eto. Incidentally it was mndo to 
appear that William, if ho wero nli T o, 
would be entitled to $20,000 in pension 
urrears. 

Tho new acquaintance listened until 
he was chock full of information. Then 
he declared to the astonished .Tosoph 
that he was in very truth his long lost 
brother, William Newby. 

This part of tho story did not come 
out until later. Meanwhilo friendly 
citizens of Cnrmi sent to Tennessee for 
William Newby’s wife. She came, bnt 
at first repudiated tho nllogcd lost sol- 
dier. Nevertheless ho succeeded in per- 
suading hor fully of his idontity, while 
his supposed mother recognized him al- 
most immediately as her son. 

Presumably tlicro would novor have 
been any further dispute in the mattov, 
aud tho soi disant Newby would have 
received tho $20,000 pension money for 
whioii lie at unco applied lmd it not 
been that he was accidentally recognized 
by an ex-convict, who doclnred that he 
had met him in tho penitentiary at 
Naslivillo, where lie was known as 
Rickety Dan Benton nnd was serving 
an 18 years’ sentence for horse stealing. 

This caused an investigation. Thomas 

H. McBride, one of the most expert 
officers in the employ of tho pension 
office, was sent to look the matter up. 
He trnccd tho history of Dan Benton 
hack to his earliest childhood, account- 
ing for every year of his life. 

Ho was born in Tennessee aud was 
rickety from infancy. His wife aud son 
wero found aud reoognized him with- 
out hesitation. In short, tho meshes 
wero woven about him so closely that 
Micro seemed to ho no possibility of 
esoapo. 

But the other side wus equally strong. 
Tho alleged Nowhy was recognized with 
as great positiveuess by his supposed 
wife and mother. Muny of the best citi- 
zens of Curnii and its vicinity were en- 
tirely satisfied of his identity, includ- 
ing men prominent in tho G. A. li. 

Thu case came up for triul. Tho pro- 
ceedings occupied 11 days. The defense 
used 200 witnesses, tho government 
about 60. 

Ther*i was almost u riot in aud about 
tho courtroom. Attempts were made to 
iutimiduto the jurors. Nevertheless 
Newby, or Rickety Dan, was found 
guilty of perjury and of making fulso 
claim for pension. 

Motion for a new trial being over- 
ruled, uu appeal was rnudo to the su 
promo court of tlie United States, Tins 
was dismissed ou tuohuicul grounds. 
Again on a writ of error the ease was 
taken to tho supremo court, only to ho 
aguin dismissed a few days ago aud re- 
manded to the lower court tor the ac- 
complishment of tlie sentence, ltiukety 
Dun Benton has been clapped into jail 
by tins time. — Washington Star.

ANOTHER NEW SCHOOL HOUSE. 


FINE BUILDING TO REPLACE THE OLD 
PIERCE STRUCTURE. 


The new grammar school buildiug, 
which is soon to be erected at tb- corner 
of Chestnut street and Hillside ‘avenue, 
West Newton, to replace the *>ld Pierce 
8choolht<ii8e, will be the largest and most 
completely appointed grammar school 
building in rhe city. 

It hap been the aim of the public prop- 
erty committee, of which Alderman 
Henry Tolman of Ward 7 is chairman, 
in choosing the plant*, to provide fur the 
fu ure growth as well as the piesent 
needs of the school district, and the re- 
sult is that the new buildnig will accom- 
modate nearly twice the number of pupils 
uow attending the Pierce school. 

Work will be commenced ou the Dew 
structure as soon as the necessary order 
can be put through the city council. It 
is hoped to have the buildiug ready for 
occupancy by December. 

The new schoolhouse will cost about 
$75,000, and will stand on the Julius 
Clarke estate on Hillside avenue, which 
was recently purchased by the city at a 
cost of $21,000. The site in ou the side of 
West Newton hill, and is uearly in the 
centre of the school district. 

The plans are for a brick sohoolbotise 
to contain 12 school rooms aud to accom- 
modate about 500 pupils. 

The buildiug will face towards Hill- 


side avenue, and will also have an en- 
trance on Chestnut street, fu archi- 
tectural details it will be of the com- 
posite type- fw. | 

The exterior will be relieved by trim- 
mings of terrra cotta and by decorative 
effects in brick id the second aud third 
s'ttries. The plainness of tbe structure 
will be still further varied by a wide 
overhanging roof. 

The entrances will be through broad, 
open vestibules, which will open direct- 
ly into wide curridois, which will run 
through the centre of the building. At 
either eDd broad flights of stairs will lead 
to tbe second story and the basement. 

On tbe first floor will be six class rooms 
with the usual coat aud dressing rooms 
attached, and a large reception room for 
visitors, and a dressing and retiring 
room for the teachers. 

It. has been the aim of the designers 
to secure tbr maximum amount of light 
and sun to the pupils, and accordingly 
four of the nix class rooms on each floor 
will be on the south side cf the buildiDg. 
Tbe remaining two will be tbe corner 
rooms on ibe north sides. 

On the second floor the arrangement 
of class rooms will be tbe same as iu tbe 
lower story. Here will also be situated 
a private room for tbe principal, and two 
recitation rooms and a larger room de- 
signed for a library. 

In tbe third story there will be a large 
hall. 

All the rooms will be provided with 
the most improved appliances for the 
comfort and convenience of pupils aud 
teachers. 

m Ventilation will be secured by the fan 
system, and the rooms will be heated by 
steam. 

The beating plant and the sanitary ar- 
rangements. w inch will be of the most 
approved pattern, will be located in the 
basement.

TOI.F. I1K AKIN OS — DIUCUSSION OVER 
CLINTON STREET SKWKH— CLAIMS FOR 
DAMAGES ON ACCOUNT OF HTKAM 
ROLLER ACCIDENT. 

The board of mayor and nlricrmen met 
Monday evening. Tbn session com- 
menced with a hearing relating to the 
construction of various sidewalks. A 
remonstrance was read fiom (». R. W. 
Scotr who objected to the laying of a 
concrete walk in front of his premises on 
Waverley avenue. He said that it would 
be an injury rather than a benefit so far 
as hia interest* were concerned. The 
hearing was closed. 

A hearing was given on the order pro- 
viding for a sewer in a private way off 
Clinton street. P. H.O'Brien appeared. Hr 
stated that ho was provided for, having 
some time ago connected with the 
Adams 6treet sewer, the object being to 
take care of his back land abutting on 
Clinton street. I don’t object to the 
sewer, he ndded, but I should object to 
being taxed for it, ns it would not bene- 
fit roe in the slightest degree. There is 
no entrance to my back land from Clin- 
ton street. 

Mr. Jones asked if it would take away 
his rights on the private way, and if a 
building on his land, used for a grocery 
store, would be removed? 

Mayor Botbfeld in answer to the first 
inquiry Btated that the building of a 
sewer there would not in any way sacri- 
fice his rights. The city engineer re- 
plied to the second questiou informing 
Mr. Jones that the laying of the sewer 
would not necessitate the removal of any 
buildings. 

Alderman Hamilton — Do you think 
that a sewer is necessary there, Mr. 
Jones? 

Mr. Jones— That is more than I can 
say. I don’t object to it. The bearing 
was closed. 

A hearing was given the Newton & 
Watertown Gas Light Company on its 
petition for permit to attaoh wires to 
poles of the N. E. Telephone Company on 
Grasmere, El nwood and Washington 
streets. Mr. J. W. French asked the ob- 
ject of the Grasmere street location. In 
reply, Supt. Holmes of the Gas Light 
Compauy stated that residents of Gras- 
mere street desired electric lights iu 
their houses. It would not, he said, 
necessitate the putting up of any addi-' 
tional poles. The hearing was closed. 

Heariugs were given on the petitious 
of the New England Telephone Company 
foa locations for poles and wires on 
Hartford street and for permit to attach 
cross arms to the poles of the Newton & 
Watertown Gas Light Company on 
Highlaud and Fountaiu streets. The 
consent of the latter company had beeu 
given. The hearings were closed. 

A hearing on the order authorizing the 
taking of land for sewer purposes on 
Prospect avenue, from Waluut street 
westeily, was closed, uo one appearing 
in remonstrance. 

A hearing was given the Newton & 
Watertown Gas Light Company on its 
petition for locations for poles aud wires 
on Commonwealth a7euue from the Bos- 
ton Hue to Washington street, to be used 
jointly by «be gas company and the Com- 
monwealth Avenue Street Ktilway Com- 
pany. Judge Blauey appeared iu the 
interests of the latter. He c« mmeuced 
by saying that he understood that it was 
the indent of the city to permit only one 
line of poles on the boulevard. A h ca- 
tion for a single 1 ue of poles, be ad.ie. , 
was granted to rhe Commonwealth 
Avenue Street Railway Compauy a week 
ago. 1 have no doubt but that a satisfac- 
tory arrangement can be made whereby 
the wires of the gas company can be run 
on the poles which the street railway 
company will soon locate there. I would 
suggest, therefore, tbit action on the 
petition be suspended until an opoortu 
li y is afforded ihe partus in interest to 
make the necessary contracts. 

Several remonstrances were read pro- 
testing against a second iiue of poles on 
the boulevard. Among the objeotors 
were Jer *me A. B icon, R*v. Alvah 
Hovey »nd C. O. Stearns. 

Mr. J. B. Goodrich, representing the 
gas company, stated that it did not ex- 
pect to be grau'ed a permit to pul up an 
additional line of pol -s on the boulevard. 
The petition a as put iu. said lie, simply 
to provide for the protectiou of the 
rights of the gas compauy. We expecr, 
he continued, that an airangerneut will 
bo made wirh the railroad company to 
take care of our wiies aud that they will 
be ruu ou its poles The suggestion of 
Judge Blauey that actiou he suspended 
ou the petition so that the contracts re- 
ferred to can be properly signed, it 
Beetns to me, is a good oue. 

Aldermau Degeu stated that Judge 
Bishop aud Messrs. R itclitfe ond Gilbert 
hrd requested him to enter their pro- 
tests against Inciting a second line of 
poles ou the boulevard. The hearing 
was closed. 

The mayor appointed to serve us 
patrolmen, II. F. Tibbetts, W. S. Scam- 
mans aud W. F. Coen u too. The appoint- 
ments were confirmed 
Ou recommeudatiou of the chief of the 
fire depart tnent, George S. Holmes was 
promoted front the call to the permanent 
force, to serve as driver ami Uosem in 
dating from May 15 R. F, Mills and C. 
F. Jones were e.icli granted an houorable 
discharge. John Murray arid A. li. Hay- 
den w ere appointed for emeu and F. 11. 
Bogau, assistant f item in. John W. 
Cook was appointed truckman; O-veuS. 
McQnirk aud Frances Turner, horsemen. 

A communication was received from 
the Commonwealth A venue Street Kill- 
road Company accepting the locations 
granted fur the operation of an electric 
railway ou the boulevard iu accordance 
with the terms aud restrictions agiied 
upon. It was placed ou tile. 

A communication was received calliug 
attention to alleged open violation of 
law iu Nonuniuui district by the illegal 
sale of liquor. The city authorities were 
urged to take uctive measures for the 
suppression of the kitchen bar rooms iu 
that locality. The communication was 
signed by Rev. Michael Dolan , pastor of 
the Church of Our Lady, Stephen Mas- 
ked and about 100 others. Referred to 
committee ou police. 

These petitions were referred to the 
highway committee: Residents of Bow- 
ers street for sidewuiks, (graded), with 
edgesloucs; D. W. Faiquhar requesting 
the oity to provide for the removal of 
Huow aud ice from sidewuiks aud to lay- 
taxes tberetor after the method applied 
for wuieriug streets; AuhunuUle resi- 
dents lor the watering of Auburudale 
aveuuo from River street to the city 
stables, 

Au order was adopted authorizing the 
issue of notices to Melleu Bray and 


others of the intent of the city to widen 
Institution avenue and the taking of the 
necessary land for the improvement and 
appointing hearings for Monday, June 3, 
before the hoard of mayor and aldermen 
and Monday. June 10, before the com 
mnn council. 

Hearings were ordered for Monday, 
Juno 18. on the laying of sowers in 
Wianona street, Ware road and Walnut 
terrace, from Central avenue westerly. 

Alderman Bullard offered nn order 
directing the Newton Watertown Gas 
Light Company to chnnge the location 
ot its poles on Washington street from 
the Wellesley line to Maigin street, to 
conform to tire position* to be taken by 
the poles of the Wellesley i k Boston 
Street Railway Company. 

Mr. Goodrich, representing the gas 
company, • x pressed the hope that the 
order would not be passed until the two 
companies had sigued the contracts 
which had been drawn up fixing the 
conditions and compensation for tho 
joiut use of the poles. 1 expected, said 
lie, that Mr. Parker would be here so 
that the contracts could be signed to- 
night. I understand that he is In Wal- 
tham, but it is possible that he may put 
iu an appearance later. 

The order was laid on the tablo on 
motion of Alderman Bullard. 

Au order offered by Alderman Degen 
was adopted authoring the board to 
spend a sum not exceeding $2200 for tbo 
purchase of an auxiliary pump for the 
pumping station. 

Aldermen Hamilton read a communi- 
cation from the attorneys of Fannie L. 
Gilman claiming damages in her behalf 
on acconnt of injuries alleged to be due 
to the carelessness of au employe of the 
city. It stated that her horse was fright- 
ened by the steanr road roller near the 
boulevard and as a result Miss Gilman 
and a companion were thrown from the 
carriage and badly hurt. A communica- 
tiqn of the same tenor aud referring to 
the same matter was received from the 
attorneys of Miss Lucy Cobb; also a cora- 
m unication from the latter’s father, Mr. 
Henry E. Cobb. All referred to the com- 
mittee on claims. 

At this point, the order directing the 
Newton & Watertown Gas Light Com- 
pany ro relocate its poles on Washington 
street was taken from the table. On 
motiou of Alderman Bullard, it was 
passed conditionally, it being understood 
that it would be rescinded provided the 
terms of agreement between the railroad 
and gas companies could not be satisfac- 
torily fixed upon. 

Au order was adopted granting loca- 
tions to the Wellesley & Boston Street 
Railway Company for tracks, overhead 
wires, etc., for the operation of an elec- 
tric line on Washington street from Wel- 
lesley to Margin street. It is provided 
that the wir> s shall be attached to the 
poles of the Newton & Watertown Gas 
Light and New England Telephone cora- 
pauies. The telephone wires will be on 
one side of the street aud the electric 
light and electric railway wir.s ou the 
other. The order wns passed with the 
same reservation as in the one requiring 
the gas company to relocate its poles ou 
Washington street. 

On motiou of Alderman Hamilton, W. 
S. Austin was granted n license to run 
wagonettes on the uew boulevard from 
the Boston line to Washington street. 
The wagonette will be permitted to make 
trips uutil the completion of the Com- 
monwealth avenue electric railwav. 

At 9.02 o’clock it was voted to adjourn.

The couutry is too 
be mtilully disposed ; it "lies loo admir- 
ably under the sky line,” as a w ell- known 
architect once said of a site for one of 
Massachusetts’ country palaces, to lose 
the charm that at present makes this 
group of tow m remarkable ovuu among 
t he tamous suliiii hs of Boston. Certuiu- 
ly Riverside, with that fair imitation of 
the Thames, is about as attractive a 
summer pleasure ground us the slate 
may boast of.

TIIE SCHOOL HOARD. 


REGULAR MONTHLY MEETING — MR. 
R IIRCK THINKS THE SALARIES PAID 
TEACHERS ARE TOO IIIOII— -THE USUAL 
ROUTINE BUSINESS. 


The school board mot in the Clnflin 
building, Wednesday evening, Mayor 
Botbfeld occupying tho chair. It wah the 
annual meeting for the nomination of 
teachers and, as usual, questions re- 
lating thoroto were considered in execu- 
tive session. There wero no changes 
made in the corps of instructors. Some 
resignations wero reooived, but the va- 
cancies were not filled, there being no 
necessity for immediate action, as the 
resignations of those retiring do not take 
effect until tho close of the pro 9 ont 
school term. 

Mr. Smith, for the committee on ac- 
count?, presented the report of depart 
ment expenditures for tho month of 
May. The report was received. 

An order offered by Mr. Hollis was 
passed authorizing the adoption of the 
High school course of studies as sub- 
mitted in print. The list of studies re- 
ferred to was approved by the High 
school committee aud by the committee 
on courses of study. 

Orders offered by Mr. Hollis were 
adopted providing for the closing of the 
High school, Tuesday, June 25, and the 
primary and grammar schools, Thurs- 
day, Judo 27; also authorizing an ex- 
penditure not exceeding $109 to defray 
the expenses of the June military driil 
exhibition. 

An order offered by Mr. Smith was 
adoped appropriating $13,63384 for the 
department expeuse* of May. 

The following order offered by Mr. 
Brick was, under tho rules, referred to 
the committee ou finance and accounts; 
Cutting down the salaries of all teachers 
receiving $1200 or over per annum 10 
per cont. from Sept. I, 1895. This is a 
proposition of a pretty radical character 
and oue that it is thought will hardly 
meet the approval of a majority of the 
members of the board. Mr. Beek in 
support of the proposition said chat lie 
thought Newton was paying more for 
salaries . of teachers than many other 
cities. It paid 18 per cent, more than 
Somerville, 24 per cent, more than Mal- 
den, 11 per cent, more thau New Bedford 
aud fi per cent, more than Chelsea. It 
seems to me, continued Mr. Breck, that 
Newton cud secure efficient teachers at a 
less cost. If those employed iu the 
schools here now are uuwilliug to accept 
the reduction, their places could be 
readily filled. 

Mr. Smith gave notice that he should 
offer an amendment to the rules at the 
next meeting of the board, having in 
view the provision of a committee on 
teachers, tba < o nmitti eto r ipoi t on all 
nominations of ceacners, and to make the 
recommendation it l rtive to the amount 
of salary to ho paid. The amendment 
was to provide also for the submission 
of a written report by the superintendent 
to the committee relative to the quali - 
cation of teachers. 

The resignation of Miss Clara M. 
Woodward, assistant in the Oak Hill 
school, was received and accepted, the 
same to take effect at the close of the 
present, school term. 

The following snecial teachers were re- 
appointed : Ellen L. Bond, Sarah L. Dix. 
S»r»h A'jles, sewing, salary at rate of 
$580 per annum; H *race M. Walton, i ■ 

Ht motor of music in prirnaryi and gram- 
mar schools, salary at rate of $15U0 p. r 
annum; N L. Berry , supervisor of draw- 
ing. sal ny at. rate of $1800 per annum; 
Jennie E fr«-Hon elocu'ion and physical 
culture in High school and supervisor < f 
physical cnltnre in primary and gran*- 
mar schools, salary at rate of $1000' p^r 
annum ; Cl »ra W. Mingins. h**a<i kiud- r- 
gertner, salary at rate of $1000 per a *- 
quid. 

Mary G. Collagau was appointed an 

unassigped teacher and n«r compensa- 
tion fixed 1 at the rate of $$20 per annum. 

Aitnur 1, Benyou, J. W. Howe. David 
F. Clarke arid J. C. Newcomb were re- 
appointed truant officers and their com- 
pensation fixed at the rate ot 50 cents 
per hour for actnnl service.

Piremen’ii tournaments and musters in 
Now England this season will be greater 
in number and better managed than ewer 
bofore. Most of the band engine rauBters 
will be held under the rules of the re- 
cently organized New England Firemen’s 
Union, which will prevent many of the 
evils existing at past mustors. These 
rules have beon prepared by the firemen, 
and not by the inexperionced managers 
of musters, as most of the rules hereto- 
fore UBed 

The new rules prohibit contestants 
from using any artificial contrivances or 
means of any sort to BBaiBt thorn. Under 
these rules, engines must win on their 
merits. They also classify engines, 
which allows tho smaller ones to contest 
for special prizes. This makes the con- 
ditions fair aud equal for all ; consequent- 
ly a larger number will alteud musters 
this season than ever before. This will 
be tho first, season when engines have 
been classified, except in Maine, for 
many years. 

A wind shelter for the stroams will 
also be used nt union musters, which 
will prevent eneines from winning or 
losing by wind assistance or interfer- 
ence. 

There will be three new engines in the 
field this year, all 10-inch Cowen engines 
owned by the Lowell Veterans and the 
River Point and Natick (R. 1.) active 
companies. 

A number of old engines with big rec- 
ords wi;l be in now bands. The Phoenix 
Veterans of Marblehead have recently 
purchased the old Okomroaka Mesit 2, a 
llrst class Button engine of Marlboro, a 
machine with several big records aud 
capable of holding its own with anything 
now iu the field. 

The Hyde Park veterans hove leased 
for the season the Hancock 1, a 10-inch 
Cowen engine of Brockton Heights, 
originally of Charlestowu. 

The Neptune engine oompany of Mil- 
ford, N, H., lias recently purchased of 
Watervillo ( Winchendon) the old Foun- 
tain engine, formerly at Bra'tleboro, Vt., 
originally at Lynn, Mass. This is a large 
Ilanneman machine with two Bets of 
cylinders. It has a number of big rec- 
ords, its best 225 feet. 

None of these engines are any better 
or any more competent to make big 
records than a majority of the old ones, 
such as Bow Beese, Red J rcket, Watch 
City, Nonantum of Newton, Volunteer, 
Torrent, Hay Cart, Butcher Boy, Watch 
emoket, or other prize winners of tLe 
past, or the last year’s new White Angel 
of Salem. 

The Bow Beese of Gardner is still the 
champion, with 2.10 feet 9 1-2 inches, as 
it has been since 1881. 


POLICE CHANGES. 


KITCHEN BAB ROOMS IN NONANTUM DIS 
TKICT MUST GO. 

The police department had what may 
be termed a shaking up Wednesday. It 
came in the nature of a transfer to other 
parts of the oity of the officers located in 
the Nonantum distriot. The men were 
notified in the afternoon of the change, 
which went into effect yesterday. 

There has been a strong feeling on the 
part of the polioe committee that there 
was a lax condition of affairs in Nonan- 
tum, particularly regarding the methods 
employed in ferreting out places where 
liquor is illegally sold. The mayor haB 
been giving the matter bis personal at- 
tention for the past three mouths and a 
thorough investigation has been made. 

It was finally decided to put uew men 
iuto the territory, selecting the best 
officers available, and to make a per- 
sistent effort to rid the district of all 
kitchen bar-rooms and places of like 
character. 

The men assigned for this important 
work are Sergt. John F. Ryan, aud 
Patrolmen Harrison, Purcell, Quilty, 
Burke, Dolan, R. D. Conroy and N. F. 
Bosworth. The latter is assigned for 
duty at the Nonantum station nights, 
being transferred from station 1. Sergr. 
Ryan is iu charge of the squad and is to 
be intrusted with tho i espousibility of 
carrying out to the letter the instructions 
of the police committee — briefly to close 
up every place in the district selling 
liquor in deiiauce of the uo-liceuse law. 

The men to assi t him were picked out 
because of their good lecords. Some of 
them aio transferred from routes where 
they huve performed faithful and intelli- 
gent set vice. While the transfers may 
involve disagreeable removal to new aud 
strauge scenes, it may he regarded as an 
acknowledgment of liuir special fl'uess 
tor the task. They will probably be re- 
stoied to their old routes when it is 
completed. 

The men transferred from Nonatum 
district are Patrolmen C. O. Davis, J. 
W.JConroy,lTapply and Mullen. C. O. 
Drvis is assigned for duty nights at 
6tutiou 1, Conroy goes to the station one 
distriot, Tapply to Newtouville aud 
Mullen to Auburudale. 

Some of the resid uU of the city have 
thought that the coudiliou of i flairs in 
Nouautum district has beeu considera- 
bly exaggerated. It has been discovered 
however, to be nearly as b%i as repr - 
seined. Liquor iu considerable quanti- 
ties has beeu delivered daily by wagons 
and it has been sold from some of these 
wagons iu the public streets. It has 
even been peddled out iu this way by 
the glass. The police committee is 
authority for these statements aud bases 
them on evideuce secured by the com- 
mittee duriug its recent investigation. 

There is some reason for believing that 
houses of ill repute have been run iu the 
Nonantum district, uud young girls have 
been seen coming out of suspected places 
iu an intoxicated condition. 

The mayor is unnarently determined 
to have matters cleuued up in Nouun- 
turn. It will be good news for the law 
abiding citizens aud will he gratefully 
received by Rev. Michael Dolan aud 
those gentlemen who recently organized 
with a view to iuuuguiatiug u needed re- 
form.

CLING TO WHAT 18 PROVED. 


PRESIDENT HOVRY’b ADVICE TO SENIORS 
OF THEOLOGICAL INSTITUTION. 


Tho baoonl aureate sermon before the 
faculty and students of tho Newton 
Theologioal Institute was delivered last 
Sunday morning by President Alvah 
H. Hovey, D. D.. in the First Baptist 
ohuroh. Newton Centre. 

The main auditorium was orowded 
with the friends and relatives of the 
graduating olass, and the musical service 
was conducted by the choir of young 
men from the seminary. 

President Hovey took for his text, 
"Test all things; hold fast that which 
is good,” and he said iu part: 

•‘The early Christians were without an 
authoritative text of the word of God. 
Some of tho churches founded by Paul 
had the benefit of his personal instruc- 
tion, but those of a slightly later dato 
were without even this, But in placo of 
a written statement of his truth, God re- 
vealed himself through the holy ’spirit. 
Thus naturally it came to pass in process 
of time that there were false prophets 
and these words of the text came to be a 
needed injunction. 

"It is much the same in our day. 
Teachings must first be tested and then 
trusted. Every religious dootrine should 
first be proved, and if found to be true 
should bo steadfastly maintained. 

"The leaders of thought today belong 
to three classes— those of a critioal, 
sceptical spirit, unrestrained by rever- 
ence; those of a speculative or credulous 
spirit, unrestrained by prudence, and 
those who are reverent aud sober-minded 
aud who move fonvard slowly but sure- 
ly. 

"It is well, in view of these facts, 
when a new dootrino comes forward, to 
test it. But I am morally certain that 
we, and countless generations after us, 
will finish our earthly careers bofore we 
will know any otber religion than this 
perfeotone for simple men. 

"Do not question the characters of 
men who differ from you. It is well to 
call in question their beliefs, not tbeir 
sincerity. Do not overlook tho indirect 
benefit of the higher criticism, which 
has giveu us a clearer view of the su- 
preme or religious aspects of the Bible 
and made us affirm more vigorously its 
sacred message. 

"I say to you, prove all things; cling 
to what has been proved good, although 
they are old. Nature is old, faith iB old, 
love Is old. The gospel that you are 
called to teach is the old, old storv of 
Jesus and His love, which existed when 
the morning stars sang together, and the 
Son of God shouted for joy. Be ready to 
receive the now, but never imagine your- 
selves poor while you bold fast to what 
is proved, though it is as old as the Bun 
or the sea.” 

Federation of Women’s Club. 

A notable event in Newton the past 
week waB the consummation of an en- 
nobling Bcbeme evolved from the word 
spoken in season by one thoughtful 
woman in our midst. 

The oocasion was that of the first an- 
nual meeting of the Newton Federa ion 
of Women’s clubs, an article of whose 
constitution thus defines its organization: 
"This Federation shall be neither sectar- 
ian nor partisan, but hospitable to all 
thought affecting the welfare of the city 
and the interests of humanity. Its ob- 
ject shall be to secure more thorough 
acquaintance, and in case of need, united 
action among the women’s clubs of New- 
ton.” 

Through the courtesy of the Woman’s 
Educational club the meeting was held 
in the Unitarian church, West Newton. 
Mrs. Walton opened the meeting with 
words of welcome, and introduced Mrs. 
Baker, president of the Social Science 
club, which club took the initial stops in 
the movement. Mrs. Baker, president, 
said that in all tliiugs there should be 
unity, aud stated that eight clubs, differ- 
ing iu aims and methods, wore to form 
an organization for unity, and predicted 
that this union may prove a power, light 
aud inspiration in the* vicinity. The 
balloting for officers resulted in the 
election of Mrs. l’hipps of Newton High 
lands to the presidency; Mrs. Walton of 
West Newton, Mrs. Sawyor of Chestnut 
LI ill aud Mrs. Peloubet of Auburudale as 
vice presidents; Miss Worcester of New- 
touville, secretary; aud Miss E'lis of 
Newton Centre, treasurer. These, with 
a council composed of the presidents of 
the clubs and one member for every 
fifty members, or fraction thereof, to be 
elected by the clubs themselves, shall to- 
gether constitute the executive board. 

Mrs. Phipps expressed the honest sur- 
prise at learning that "lots were east” 
and to her had fallen "a lot,” the honor 
a- d responsibility of which she appreci- 
ated. 

By speoial request Mrs. Phipps read 
her paper on "The Real Use of Clubs,” 
iu which she had already sounded the 
keynote for united actiou among the 
womeu’s clubs of Newtou. 


Bud Condi lion of the High School 
Butldlng. 

To the Editor of the Ukaimiic: 

Your admirable editorial outhenetd 
of better school houses iu Newtou, leudB 
me to ask for space in your oolumus to 
oall to the attention of those parents, 
whose ohildreu are to enter the High 
school this i> u tun n the exc< edingl.v < var- 
crowded and uusauitary condition of a 
part of our High school buildiug. 

This year the classes have beeu so full 
that forty pupils iu the lowest grade 
have been obliged to sit iu the art room, 
lighted only from the ton, aud with no 
ventilation. 

That part of the High Bohool, familiar- 
ly known as the "old buildiug,” ought 
never to be used for school purposes 
agaiu. Last summer mauy leaks in the 
plumbing were fouud, aud patched up, 
only to be found auew this year; while 
heudaches are thecoustuut companion of 
pupils who occupy that part of the build- 
ing. 

I)r. H. D. Chapin says "There iB no 
subject of greater importance than the 
health of the tisiug generation. Of the 
many iniluences that affect it, the 
hygiene of our schools holds a prominent 
place, but it does not receive the atten- 
tion it deserves. Tho t-ohool. quite us 
much as the home, is responsible for a 
great deal of ill health.” 

If every parent iu Newtou would reud 
the May Forum, the article from which 


I quote the above. "Crowded Schools ns 
Promoters of Disease,” also •* The 
Criminal Crowding of Public .Schools.” 
and then visit our High school, he or 
she would receive nn object lesson which 
would need no further Comment.

YALE SCORES MCMT PO.N»8. 

BRDPATU SHOWS UP WELL IN HARVARD 
T A. C. COMPETITIONS. 

The fifth nnnual games of tho Uuivei- 
sity Truck Athletic Cnp Association, be- 
tween Yale and Harvard, were success- 
fully run off on Holmes' Field last Sat- 
urday aftornoon. Yale won by a score 
of 05 points to 47. a first place counting 
5, a second 2, and a third 1. Yale’s mar- 
gin was rather larger than what was 
generally conceded to her iu tho predic- 
tions as to the score. 

Harvard’s failure to win may really be 
ascribed to the wonderful performances 
of Richards of Yale, who won first in 
both the 100 aud 220 yard dashes. He 
was a sprinter of very ordinary calibre 
last year, but this year, it seems, has 
been running in 10«. in practice, and was 
a dark horse that Yale hadn’t been say- 
ing much about. Harvard expected to 
break oven with Yale on the sprints, 
and knew that she would have to win 
either the mile walk, the mile run, or 
the two-mile bicycle. She lost oil of 
these, although Elliot was picked as the 
favorite for the bicycle race, aud Coolidge 
for the mile run. 

At about 3.30 o’clock the games 
opened and the trial heats of tho 100- 
yard dash were run off The first heat 
was a pretty race. The Yaln men seemed 
to get the best stirt, but Brewer of Har- 
vard finished an easy first, with L. \V. 
Redpatli of Harvard, a Newton boy, sec- 
ond, and Burnet of Yale third. The 
second heat brought out Richard*, who 
won out from Goutermau by a foot in an 
exciting finish. Bigelow of Harvard got 
a place for the finals. This put four 
Harvard meu in the final heat and two 
Yale men. The time for both heats was 
10 25s. 

Richards won the finals in the same 
time, beating Redpatli by a toot, and 
Gonterman came in a close third. Score 
—Yale, 5; Harvard 8. 

Both trial beats of the 220 flat were 
pretty races. Richards of Yale easily 
won the (list iu 23s. with GoutermaD, 
his old rival, second, and Redpatli third. 
Marshall of Harvard lairlv walked away 
from the field iu the second heat, and 
won iD 33s., the same time as the first 
heat. Byers of Yale ran prettily, and 
took secoud place, and iSlorrs of Har- 
vard third place. 

The fiual heat was another victory for 
Richards, who finished strong aud iu ex- 
cellent form in 22 2-5<t. Redpath took 
second and Storrs of Harvard managed 
to get a place by good work. Score— 
Yale, 29; Harvard, 33.

The building of a thorough- 
ly good road bed is a work that requires 
time ab well as money, and from present 
indications it will be a long time yet 
before the section of the boulevard from 
Centre street to Washington is ready for 
public travel. Washington street, from 
Newton to West Newton, is in bid condi- 
tion, and shows the effect that giyiDg up 
the best part of a street for railway 
tracks always has, but as tbe street is 
soon to be widened, it would not be 
worth while to waste any money upon it. 
Above West Newton, street railway 
tracks are soon to be laid, so that the 
same condition applies there. As the 
street is a main thoroughfare, and every 
one has occasion to ride or drive over it 
it is responsible for most of the com- 
plaiuts about the bad condition of our 
streets, aud people must have patience 
until these improvements are completed.

Of course, tbe pieaeut policy of giving 
an • ffi rial u second term has practically 
tbe same effect, but the official would 
feel more secure with a longer term, aud 
there would not he the dauger that now 
exists, that some combiuations of local 
bosses could combine aud defeat him. if 
lie did not yield to their demauds. Such 
uu effoit has been made iu tiie past, 
generally without suc:ess, it is true, but 
as tbe city grows larger, the chauces for 
manipu atijn would ba greater, Take 
the case of the present mayor, for in- 
stance. he should be kept in office until 
tbe widening of Washington street is 
completed and the grade crossings are 
abolished, Some people may think this 
would mean a life term, but there really 
Uias been great progress nude since the 
beginning of tbe year, as tiie results will 


Governor Greenhalqe has grown a 
good deal iu tbe estimation of citizenb of 
all parties by his judicious use of the 
veto power. It took a good deal o 
courage to veto the uncalled for Holy- 
oke aud Woburn police bills, in oppo- 
sition to the politicians of his own 
party, but the governor had the 
courage, and he also was sufficiently in 
touch with public sentiment to know 
that the people would sustain him 
Holyoke and all other cities should woik 
out their own problems without outside 
lieip, and the experience of Boston is 
hardly such as to suggest that outside 
interference would he of any benefit. 
Outsiders should pattern after Newton’s 
model government, and avoid all politics 
in choosing its city officials, and deciding 
upon local questions. Find the best men 
who can be iuduced to accept office, 
aud then elect them, without asking 
what their politics are, that is the way 
we do iu Newtou. 


The shitting about of the police force, 
and the seudiug of so many of the best 
men on the force to Nonantum, shows 
that Mayor Bothfeld is in earnest in bis 
effort to break up the illegal liquor sell- 
ing in that district.

for a poll tax; Aud shall inquire at the residences 
of the wom-u voters whose names are contained 
in the list transiuitttd to said assessors by the 
registrars, accotdlug to the provisions of section 
forty-flvo cf this act, whither 6uch women voters 
are resident thereat, and shall thereupon make a 
list of the women voters so found by them. 

TRUST ESTATES. 

Person* holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are partieu arly requested 
to furnlBh the Assessors with statements in 
relation to such estates.

All persons will take ..o ice that s atements of 
personal property must be in writing aud sub* 
scribed under oa li before one of tho Assessors, ou 
or before the Ilf teem h day of June, slid that the 
Peisonal Property of all taxable pers.ius must ba 
estimated by the Board notwithstanding auy 
verbal statement or informal wiitten communi- 
cation to any one or more of the Assessors.— P b 
Stat. Chap. 11, Sect. 39 and 41 When a person 
bus failed to bring in a list or schedule of all his 
taxable property, lu conformity to this notice, uo

HARPERS. 

Harpers for June is profusely illustra- 
ted and opeus with a striking portrait of 
Nicholas II. of Russia. There are illus- 
trated articles bv Julian Ralph, by 
Richard Harding Davis, Gen. Forsyth, W. 
D. Howolls, William Hamilton Gibson, 
William Sharp, and other writers, the il- 
lustrations being drawn by famous ar- 
tists, The Personal Resolutions of Joan 
of Arc coutiuue to suggest the best work 
of Mark Twain, though he still refuses 
to confess that he is the author. Thomas 
Hardy’s serial grows more absorbing in 
interest, and there aie a number of excel- 
lent|short stories, and poems by Louise 
Imogen Guincy and others. 

THE MARRIAGE OF ESTHER. 

This story of two friends in Australia 
has comparatively little of the local 
coloring which we should expect from a 
writer like Mi.

ADDRESS MV REV. OKOHOE E. MERRILL 
ON INDIVIDUALISM.

among other things that one of the 
tendencies of our time is to obliterate 
the iudividual. The consideration of the 
race problem is too vague among us. ond 
social organiz tiion is the watchwoid of 
our time. Tne public school is n vast 
and hard system, which often acts to the 
detriment of tho individual pupil. Cor- 
porations have taken the pla :o of part- 
nership, and we see combination in 
everything. ‘‘Altruism is now tho so- 
cialistic generalization for the scriptual 
•Love thy ueigbbor as thyself.’ In tho 
church, also, there is talk of ecclesias- 
tical unity. It is my belief that there is 
danger in all this largeness. Every 
single vote lias its place, and tho time is 
come when we should strike the discord 
thut will bring homo this fact to us. 

We are bound to study social prob- 
lems. Tho church has not failed in this, 
and is moving constantly forward. Our 
zeal should be more active. Our religion 
iu i rs essential principles is antagonistic 
to the socialism of books. It is opposed 
to thechurcb unity. No social solidarity 
can perfect the content, faith, hope and 
charity which are necessary to complete 
social regeneration.”

THE SEMINARY GIRLS DRILLED ON THE j TI!K IMPROVEMENT OF THE GROUNDS 

NEAR RIVERSIDE WILL NOW GO ON. 

The management of tho Boston Ath- 
letic Association has been relieved from 
further speculation relative to the means 
to be adopted to connect Its grounds at 
Weston with Riverside by some suitable 
approach. The only feasible way, of 
course, to get across the Charlos river 
and touch the Riverside shore was by 
the construction of a bridgo. That was 
the plan originally decided upon, nnd it 
was proposed to locate it west of the 
clubhouse of the Newton Boat Club. 
Justassonn as that fact leaked out, an 
obstacle appearod in the shapo of an 
omphntic protest from tho members of 
the Newton Boat Club, who mado every 
effort to prevent tho consummation of 
tho Bcheme. Tho objection was that it 
would cut off tho view from the boat- 
house down tho stream, and practically 
destroy tho half-mile racing course. 

Tho B. A. A. tried next to locate tbe 
bridge east of the N. B. C. clubhouse 
That plan failed to work on nccouut of 
tho great expense involved. The laud 
necessary for an approach to the bridge 
in Riverside was held at a figure far 
above its aotual valuation. So it seemed 
practicable only to looate the bridge west 
of the N. B. C. building. The land on 
one side of tbe river was owned by Mr. 
Francis Blako of Weston, who was 
willing to sell a strip to the B. A. A. 
He agreed, also, to furnish tho funds 
necessary for the construction of tho 
bridge, nnd hud plans prepared of a sub- 
stantial iron structure having a way 2« 
feet clear, wide enough for carriages, 
beside providiug ample room for pedes- 
trians. 

The next move of the Newton Boat 
Club was that of interesting the city 
council in the raattor. A petition, large- 
ly signed, was drawn up. urging the 
municipal authorities to seize a strip of 
Mr. Blake’s land bordering ou the river 
for park purposes, partly with a view of 
the improvement of tho shores of the 
stream. The petition was influential 
enough to accomplish its object, and tbe 
city notified tbe owner of its iutent to 
take tbe land for park purposes. 

Visions of the b idge vanished into the 
thinnest air, and there the situation has 
hung for several months. Now’, how- 
ever, comes the announcement that the 
city will not take ihe land, after all. 
There have berm so many big outlays of 
late for boulevards and other highway 
and general improvements that it has 
been decided unwise to assume the 
responsibility of tbe improvement of the 
shores of tho river at this time. 

The way is now clear for the bridge 
and it will become a reality as speedily 
as possible. Its location will be west of 
tbe N. B. C. clubhouse, but whether 
extremely close to that structure or a bit 
farther down stream is something tba5 
is not generally known. The Newton 
Boat Club members hope that it will he 
considerably below that building, but 
they are inclined to believe that it will 
be a pretty near neighbor. 

The bridge will help out the B. A. A. 
amazingly, as it is the only direct method 
that can he employed to reach its 
grounds. Now that it is settled that it 
shall be built, tbp work of laying out t lie 
tennis courts, cricket crease aud running 
tracks will probably be hastened.

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WEST TO SCHOOL AGAIN. 


FORMKU PUPILS OF WEST NKWTON KNO- 
L1SII AND CLASSICAL SCHOOL TAKK UP 
TH IB WORK OF 1IIKIII BTUDKNT DAYS — 
SOME OF THE DIO nOYR AND GIRLS DE- 
TECTED WITH WHISTLES AND THE 
STARTLING DISCOVERY MADE THAT 
THEY WERE ENGAGED IN TIIE DELEC- 
T All LB PASTIME OF CHEWING OUM- 
ALUMNI MEETING FOLLOWS ROUTINE 
WOhK IN SCHOOL ROOM. 


Two years ago, tho alumni association 
of the West Newton English and Classi- 
cal school was organized. Its third 
annual ro-union was held in tho old 
schoolhonse, corner of Washington and 
Highland streets, last Sttuiday. It is a 
building with a history and a landmark 
that many hope will long withstand the 
ravages of time. May it not ho sacri- 
ficed then, e’en for sake of wide roads 
and their modern environment. The 
first normal school building owned by 
an American stuto and the first perma- 
nent normal schoolhouse for girls in the 
world is surely worthy of preservation. 

Tho structure was erected it) 1882 by 
the town and was known at that time as 
the Fuller Acndemy, a legacy of Judge 
Abraham Fuller having furnished the in- 
centive for its construction. A few 
years later through the efforts of 
Horace Mann, it was secured fora loca- 
tion for tho Massachusetts normal school 
for girls, Hon. Jostah Quincy giving his 
oheck for the purchase money. When 
the normal sch >ol was moved to Fram- 
ingham in 1858 Mr. Nathaniel T. Allen 
purchased the building and it was 
opened under its present title of the 
West Newton English and Classical 
School. Since that time it has undergone 
only unimportant changes. It has not 
aged rapidly, for it was builded well and 
strongly ami bears but little evidence of 
decay. Mr. N. T. Allen is still its princi- 
pal and his brother, Mr. James T. Allen, 
is the associate principal. 

It seems strange that so many years 
were destined to slip by before the or- 
ganization of tho alumni association. 
Such, however, is the fact, but it has its 
advantages in a vigor of youtbfulness 
that gives many fair promises of a sturdy 
growth and development. 

Upwards of 300 former pupils from 
nearly every Btate in the union attended 
the alumni exercises this year, a larger 
number thou at the re-union observances 
a year ago. when the lads and lassies 
representing the classes from 1853 down 
to the present day met to talk over 
student experiences and join in social 
festivities in the state suite of the Hotel 
VeDdome. 

The alumni met in the old school 
house at 4 o’clock aud an hour’s amuse- 
ment was furnished by going through 
the school exercises of 30 years ago. 
The “lessons” were conducted by the 
Messrs. Allen, and the program com- 
prised problems in arithmetic and ge- 
ography, composition, declamation and 
the reading of the “journals,” which the 
rules of the school have required of 
pupils since its establishment. Various 
youths aud maidens were called upon 
and expected, of course, to be thorough- 
ly prepared. They acquitted themselves 
for the most part, excellently. 

Oue poor fellow had a terrible hard 
time of it drawing a map and sepmed 
rather mixed up on boundaries and other 
details of like importance. Was lie rusty, 
or does his wife assume the responsi- 
bility of mapping out his affairs in this 
period, hailiug the dawu ot the uew wo 
man?

We come iuto the knowl- 
edge of laws by degrees, by successive 
steps, by observation. We develop au 
impetus to hold us to tho law itself. 
Mau must hold himself in relatiou to be- 
ing, matter aud force. Liw is iu every 
force, in every destiny; it pertains to 
every individual life. 

Iu God’s laws, the revealmeut conies 
to the soul. It is the thought of God 
raide known to us in word. The sphere 
of God’s law is universal. It is in matter, 
iu mind, in the present and in the future, 
iu our temporary or worldly career and 
in the eternal file. God is over all and 
in all. He is with us here on earth: He 
is in heaveu— God is law. Existence 
without law would he only oliauce, with- 
out purpose. It has come to me that 
the authority of God’s law is in Him 
who is the light and the life. There is 
no authority iu the world unless there is 
a God God is back of law and the 
author of it. His law is blessed because 
it establishes our relation with Gud and 
destiny. God’s revelations to mau are 
revelations of love, the unfolding of his 
destiny. The law under which we live, 
in its universal character, is God’s 
schoolmaster to bring us to Christ.

DEAN HODGES SPEAKS OF FALSE FRIENDS 

OF Til R GRAND ARMY OF TIIE HKPUIIMG 

AT TIIE MEMORIAL EXERCISES SUNDAY 

— LARGE ATTENDANCE AT TIIE SER- 
VICES. 

R**v. Georg** Hodges, dean of the Epis- 
ooiml Theological Seminary, concluded 
his memorial sermon to members of the 
Charles Wurd Post 02 G. A. R., Sunday 
evening in Gra’ce church, with a word of 
warning to the comrades. He said, in 
pait: The nation calls upon you, men 
of Ihe Grand Army, with your brave 
record of devoted service, with the 
strength of your upright lives, to stay 
still in the field and to ho as patriotic to- 
day as you were when the foices of re- 
bellion coutr**n ed you upon the field of 
battle. 

Let me warn you plainly of two false 
friends who are already doing your or- 
ganization much discredit. 

One of them is the politician, who 
would transform your bioad, national 
patriotic society into a partisan club for 
his own gain. He would buy you, body 
and soul, iu such fashion that you would 
not know that you were bought til) the 
bargain was completed. He would put 
his hand in the public pocket to pay you 
for your votes. He would use you uh un 
instrument to destroy that system of 
civil service which is at the same time 
the bulwark of tho interests of the com- 
munity nnd the barrier against political 
corruption. S *me of you do not know 
what the politicians are attempting to 
Jo today in your name iu this common- 
wealth of Massachusetts — how they are 
trying to make a law that you shall have 
employment in the offices of the state 
upon demand, and regardless of your 
qualifications; that the business of the 
state shall be transformed into a lame 
charity. 

Because they are professing to do this 
in your name, in a name splendid with 
the heroic and unselfish achievements of 
the pas’, aud held iu pride aud houor by 
us ail, we are reluctant to speak out. It 
is for you, men and veterans, to refuse 
to be made tho pretext for an attack 
upon this state which you once defend- 
ed. 

The other false friend is the pension 
agent. You know well what he has done 
and is still doing to make the sight < f a 
man in uniform an offence in the eyes of 
every patriotic citizen. There ought to 
he pensions. The state is ulari to pay 
them. Every mau who lost his ability 
to earn bis bread iu cons* quence of his 
devotion to his country ought to be sup- 
ported, and is supported, with gratitude 
and gladness by the country in whose 
service he suffered. But the present 
system, which the peusiou agent has 
built up iu your uaroe and for his gain — 
Ido not need to modify the adjectives 
which belong to it; you yourselves will 
agreo with me in shame and sorrow that 
it is notorious the world over for its 
greed and its fraud. One bears occa- 
sionally of the frank speech of good citi- 
zens who declare that they will rej >ice 
when the Grand Army of the Republic is 
disbanded and the last veteran soldier is 
dead, that we may be free from these 
liars and thieves in uniform whose names 
stand beside your worthy ones on the 
long lists, who appear to have saved 
their country only for the purpose of 
plundering it.

A GREAT MAN GONE. 

The death of Secretary Gresham is a 
serious loss to the country, as there are 
too few men of his upright character 
and unquestioned honesty, with courage 
to follow after abstract right and justice 
in the face of petty partisan slanders 
and misrepresentations. He was never 
popular with the politicians, partly be- 
cause he lacked tact, but chiefly because 
he showed too openly an honest man’s 
scorn of their petty tricks to deceive the 
people. That cost him a nomination to 
the presidency, in the estimation of 
many people, although his righteous 
decision as a judge against the Gould- 
Sage crowd of railroad wreckers in the 
famous Wabash receivership case had 
undoubtedly something to do with it. 
He was absolutely uncorruptible as a 
judge, and that aud his other sterling 
qualities made him popular with the 
people, who know au honost man when 
they see him. His independence in poli- 
ties accounts for a good deal of the petty 
and spiteiul criticism that has baen 
showered upon him as secretary of state, 
and whatever he might have done would 
have been received in the same way. 
Such criticism is taken up and echoed 
by unthinking people, who accept as 
gospel facts whatever they see in their 
party organs, but it only lasts for a day, 
while the real character of a mau or an 
official becomes a matter of history. 
Nevertheless it takes a brave man to 
wait for the future to vindicate him, but 
Mr. iGresham’s bravery was unques- 
tioned. After all the partisan clamor has 
died away it will be seen that Secretary 
Gresham’s conduct of the state depart- 
ment has been wise, dignified and states- 
manlike, And that the reputation of the 
country has been enhanced by bis con- 
servative course. It is easy lor men out 
of office to bluster and brag, but office 
has a s (baring effect, as was seen in the 
case of Secretary Blaine, who had uo 
such difficult questions to deal with as 
has beset the present administrate! , 
but who disappointed all his friends by 
h sjgoud sense aud conservatism, aud his 
failure to “twist the tail of the British 
lion” or any other animal in the foreign 
-menagerie. As % general rule, oue ad- 
ministration is very like another in the 
conduct of our foreign affairs, there is 
only oue course that can be pursued 
without damage to the national honor 
aud welfare, although of course the op- 
position faction always tries to make out 
tbo contrary, until they are in office, 
when the scream of the eagle is chauged 
to a modest murmur and othor nations 
are treated in a gentlemanly manner. 
Thete is always a faction in a nation who 
thiuk their selfish private or political in- 
terests would be advanced by a war, but 
' fortunately they uever have gained con- 
trol of our national atfairs, although 
they are able to make it very unpleasant, 
oftentimes, for those who do. Now that 
he is dead the meatness of Secretary 
Gresham will be generally acknowledged, 
and due honor accorded him. It is a 
great thing in this age, whenf money 
controls so many public officials, to have 
left a spotless reputation for honesty and 


Harrison, when in office, was not regard- 
ed ns an obntnclo in tho way of a free 
silver bill. Congrensman Tom Reed ia 
believed to be all right, although It ia 
hardly politic for hla frienda to any too 
much on tho subject in advance, and the 
lesser candidates are all more or less in 
doubt.

COLLISION OF ELECTRIC CARS. 


TWO LADIES THROWN FROM THEIR SKATS 
AND HURT— OTHER PASSENGERS SHOOK 
UP. 


Thoro was a collision of two oiectric 
cars on tho Newton & Boston Street 
Railway line yesterday afternoon aud two 
passengers were injured as a rosult of be- 
ing thrown from their seats into the road. 
The accident occurred uear Clydo street 
in Newtonvllle nt about 4.35 o’clock. 
Both cars were making the return trip 
from tho Upper Falls with a large nuni- 
bor of people on board. Many of them 
were on their way home from the New- 
ton Cemetery, where they had been at- 
tending the Memorial Day exercises. 

Coming down grade toward Clyde 
streot, the forward car, (a box), stopped 
to let a passenger off. An open car in 
the roar was but a little distance away 
when the oue in front came to a stand- 
still, and although the motor man put on 
the brakes and shut off the ourrent, he 
was unable to avert a collision. There 
was a crash and tho box car was pro- 
pelled forward. The passengers in the 
open car were thrown violently forward 
when tho two cars came together aud 
two elderly ladies were pitched over the 
foot board into the street. One of them, 
Mrs. Horatio Carter of Newtonvllle 
struck her head on tho cover of a man- 
hole and received a scalp wound, from 
which the blood flowed profusely. Mrs. 
Cazmay of West Newton also struck on 
her head and received, singularly enough, 
a similar wound. Both ladies were 
bruised, shook up and badly frightened. 
They were assisted to the house of Mr. 
H. H. Sacker on Walnut street, near the 
scone of the accident, and after receiving 
medical attendance were conveyed in 
carriages to their respective homes. The 
lady who was gettiug off tho box car was 
upset by rite force of the collision and 
somewhat bruised as a result of her fall. 
Some of t ho other passengers claimed to 
have recoived injuries, but they were, 
apparently, not of a very serious charac- 
ter. Many of the ladies were quite faint 
from fright and the affair caused a good 
deal of excitement aud attracted a big 
crowd anxious to obtain particulars. 

The open ctr was running not faster, it 
is thought, theti 5 miles aD hour. It had 
been necessary through the day in order 
to accommodate tho traffic to make fre- 
quent trips and run the cars close to- 
gether. Opinion varies as to the respon- 
sibility of the accident. Some claim 
that the break of tho rear car failed to 
work, but the superintendent of the road 
says that thero was no difficulty of that 
character. Another statement is to tho 
effect that it is unusual to stop at Clyde 
street and that tho motor man of tho 
rear was not anticipating it as it was 
contrary to custom and not a place re- 
garded as a station. 

The cars suffered some damage, but 
not enough to require much of an outlay 
for repairs.

1VATERTOW N’ S STREE TRAIL WAYS. 


SERIOUS OPPOSITION TO TIIE SCHEME 
FOR A NEW LINE THROUGH Bf.MIS 
VILLAGE. 


At a meoting of the Watertown select- 
men Tuesday evening, Horace B. Parker, 
president of tho Newton Street Railway 
Company was present in the interest of 
the line he desires to build from Wal- 
tham to Newton by way of Fleasant 
street, in Bemis, a part of Watertown. 
In this village the street is narrow, and 
the railway must cross a narrow bridge 
across tho Charles river to get into New- 
ton. 

Mr. Parker presented a petition signed 
by 201 residents in the vicinity of Bemis, 
asking that a franchise be granted. Mr. 
Parker claimed that the proposed line 
would accommodate 10.000 people in 
Waltham, Watertown aud Newton. 

The Watertown selectmen, however, ; 
do not belie v-’ the people of Bemis are | 
anxious for the road, and, furthermore, , 
uearly every street in Walertowu, trav- j 
elled to any exteut, has a street railway j 
running through it, and many citizens | 
are objecting to giving so much territory 
gratis to corporations. 

Then a company with which Mr. 
Parker is connected has an uncompleted 
line running down North Beacon street 
in the direction of Boston, the line hav- 
ing bem in this state and unused for 
over a year. Tlie town has also had 
trouble with the Newtonville Street Rail- 
way Company, of which Mr. Parker is 
also president, regarding tho removal of 
their tracks on Watertown street, and 
also the lowering of the flange of a curve 
at the corner of Galeu and Watertown 
streets. 

At this point a little over a year ago 
a man was thrown from his wagon an<^ 
injured. H« sued the town, and was 
awarded 81750 for damages for a defect 
in the higliway. Th» selectmen claim 
the accident would not have occurred if 
the high flange bad not been there, and 
they have made repeated requests on tbe 
company to lower|tbe curve. I hecompaoy 
has promised to obey the rr quest seveial 
times, but have failed to comply. 

Now tbe selectmen say ii ibe rail is 
not lowered they will order it taken up. 
All these things do not favoiably impress 
tbe selectmen, and it is extremely doubt- 
ful, unless tlie company shows a more 
agreeable spirit, if their latest request 
will be granted.

the same, tho namo, ago, occupation, and resi- 
dence, on tho first day of May in the current 
year, and the residence on the first day of May 
in the pieced. ng year, ol every male person 
twenty j ears of age or upwards, residing in their 
respective clt es nun towns, liable to le assessed 
for a poll lax; ami shall iuquire at the residences 
of the women voters whose names are contained 
in the list transmitted to said assessors by tho 
registrars, according to the provisions of section 
forty-five (f this net, whether such women voters 
nre resident thereat, and shall thereupon make a 
list of the women voters so found by them. 

TRUST ESTATES. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are partie.u arly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in 
relation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased havo been 
divided during the past year, or bave changed 
bands, from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees, or other pei sous interested, 
are required and warned to give notice of such 
change; and in default of such rotice will be 
held to pay the tax assessed, although such 
estate has been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Scieu 
tific Purposes, 

In accorilauce with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882, all persons ami corporations 
are hereby required to bring In to the Assessors 
of Newton on any day from May first to tbe first 
day ol July next, true lists of alt real and per- 
sonal estates held by such^iersons and corpora- 
tions respectively for literary, benevolent, 
charitable, or scientific purposes, on the first day 
of May, 1895, together with statements of the 
amount of all receipts and expenditures by such 
persons or corporation lor said purpose during 
the year next (preceding said flist day of May;

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to a firm, but each resident partner must include 
these items in his individual return. Owners 
aud agents of ships and vessels engaged in the 
foreign carrying trade, are referred to Sections 8 
and 9 of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, for 
the form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation (upon the valuation of such pro- 
perty.^ Said returns to be made to the Assessors 
on or before June first. 

Auy[peraon bringing in a list of all his taxable 
personal properly will be assessed upon the valu- 
ation thereof, and any person neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within the time 
above specified, will be doomed at a lega meet- 
ing of tho Board of Assessors eg eeably to the 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will take no Ice that statements or 
personal property must be in writing uud sub- 
scribed under oa li before one of the Assessors, on 
or before the fifteenth day ot June, and that the 
Personal Property of all taxable persons must be 
estimated by the Board notwiibr landing any 
verbal statement or informal written communi- 
cation to any one or more of the Assessors.— P b 
Stat. Chap. 11, Sect. 3$ and 41 When a person 
has failed to bring Id a list or schedule of all bis 
taxable property, in conformity to this notice, no 
abatement of a tax assessed on Personal Estate to 
such person can be granted, “unless such tax ex 
ceeds by more than ttlty per cent, the amount 
which would have been assessed to that person on 
Personul Estate if be had seasonality brought in 
said list; uu>l if said tax exceeds by more tliau 
fifty per cert, tbe said amount, the abatement 
shall be only of the excess above the said ttfiy 
per ceut."

MADE FARRAGUT FAST. 

ADMIRAL KIMBERLY SAYS JOHN 
KNOWI.KS LASHED HIM TO IHOOINO. 


8. 8. McClure In a copy-t iglited art icle 
In the Sunday Globe given the fncts of 
tbe incident, now famous in American 
history, connected with tho entrance of 
Admiral Farragut mid his fleet into 
Mobile Bay during tho war cf the re- 
bellion. After conaiderable search and 


I 


inquiry, ho says, he found that several 
claimed the honor of lashing Farragut 
to the rigging of his flagship, the Hart- 
ford. From tho best testimony available, 
ho goes on to say, it appears that the 
man entitled to the credit of tho act was 
Quartor-master John H. Knowles, who 
died on April 9, hint, and wax buried 
with naval and military ceremonies in 
tho naval cemetery at Annapolis. In 
explaining the eff Mr, Knowles in a letter 
written n short time prior to his death, 
said : 

"On the 5th of August, 1804, about 
9.30 or 10 o’clock in the morning, Lieu- 
tenant Watsou, (captain now) asked 
Lieut. Kimberly (admital now) if it 
would not be a good plan to pass a rope 
around the admiral aud he (Kimberly) 
asked the cap Jtin, P. Drayton, and he 
snid yes. And then Lieut. Watson gave 
mo the order. 

"The admiral was then about half way 
up the main rigging. I was chief quar- 
termaster and near Mr. Watson. He 
told mo to go up and pass a rope around 
the admiral. I picked up a piece of 
lead line and ran up the main rigging 
after tho admiral. 

"By the time I got to him ho was close 
up uuder the top, back to me, and I 
made one end of the rope fast to the 
buttock shroud and around the ndmiral, 
and made it fast on the other side. 

"He said to me, ‘What are you doing?’ 
I said 1 was making a rope fast around 
him, and he said, ’O, nonsense.* 

"I stayed there with him about five 
minutes. Then I came down aud left 
him. Ho must have cast himself loose, 
for he got down agaiu all right. He 
must have been up there fully 20 
minutos. He was not in full uniform. 

"It was a place of danger. In fact, 
any place was that. It took about two 
minutes to make him fast. All of this 
happened in the hottest of tho battle.” 

In corroboration of the above Admiral 
Kimberly of this city sent tbe following 
communication: 

May 10. 1804. 

Dear sir— Your letter of April 25 I 
have just received, as it was misdirected. 

The man who lashed Admiral Farra- 
gut to the rigging was the signal quarter- 
master, John H, Knowles. 

The lashing was made fast to the main 
shrouds, just below tho buttock snrouds, 
on the port side, and the admiral Btood 
on the ratlines within the bight of this 
lashing, nud it was not made fast to him 
in nny way, but if he had slipped or 
fallen it would have supported him, and 
preveuted him from falling either over- 
board or on to tbe deck. 

His object iD going aloft was to get 
above the smoke, and to con tbe ship up 
tbe channel through the linos of torpe- 
does and into the confederate squadron, 
which he did, defeating and capturing 
it. 

Trusting this reply to your questions 
will prove satisfactory, I remain respect- 
fully yours. L. A. Kimberly, 

Rear Admiral U. S. N., Retired. 

Capt. Watson substantiates Admiral 
Kimberly’s statement and Loyall Farra- 
gut, a son of tbe Admiral, clinches tbe 
matter by saying in a letter written upon 
tbe subjeot that tbe name of the sailor 
who went up the rigging and passed the 
rope around Admiral Farragut is John 
Kuowles.

Tbe building is designed in a simple 
form of romanesque and is constructed 
of gray New Hampshire granite, with the 
roofs aud rear gables covered with a 
slate of greeuish gray color. It has a 
frontage of 120 feot on Walnut street, 
and occupies the centre of the lot. It 
has a tower 104 feet high and 23 feet 
square. Two main entrances lead 
through large vestibules to the main au- 
ditorium, 57x00 1-2 feet, which seats 
about 800 persons. At the centre of the 
end opposite the entrances there is a 
wide arch over the chancel. Oa the left 
of the chancel is the minister’s room, 
having toilet appartment and convenient 
entrances. At the right is the organ, lu 
the rear of the organ is a oboir room, 
opening out upon a rear porch. 

The chaDcel is 20 feet wide and 15 feet 
deep. On the left is the pulpit, anc) on 
the right the choir seats. At the oeutre 
front of the chancel stauds a reading 
desk. Against the rear wall, between 
stalls ranged on each side, stands the 
communion table. The pews are sproad 
in six rows, with three aisles. The arches 
and their finish are of hard piue and cy- 
press. The otliei tiuish of the auditori- 
um is of polished oak. There is a gal- 
lery at the end over the front entrances, 
reached by two broad and light staircases, 
opening from the main auditorium. It 
seats 125 persons. 

The Sunday school rooms occupy the 
south side of the buildiug. They are en- 
tered from the south, main entranoe and 
consist of a largo room, a chapel, 
40x53 7-10 feet, a second room, 25x37 feet 
with a library room at the left of the 
larger room and another room in the 
tower on the first floor. 

The main vestry room is fiuisbed into 
the roof, with an additional Sunday 
school room upon either side ou the 
secoud floor. These rooms are reached 
by separate staircases. This part of the 
church is finished in white wood. 

It the basement, directly under the au- 
dience room, is a large supper room, 57x 
00 feet. At the oast end of the basement 
the kitchen and serving room are lo- 
cated, haviug an outward eutrance. 

The basement is reached by two stair- 
cases, one from the main hallwuy of the 
church; the other from the eastern end, 
near the rear entrance. Ou either side 
of the hall of the basement, the ladies’ 
and men’s toilet and eloak rooms are lo- 
cated. Tho boiler room, coal bins aud 
cellar are situated under the chapel. 

All the windows of the'cburch proper 
are of stained, cathedral glass. Tiie in- 
terior decorative treatment is extremely 
tasteful, with provailiug light tones aud 
omature in gold aud warmer coloring. 

The indirect ventilating system has 
beeu adopted. The heating and plumb- 
ing fixtures are first-class. In ail re- 
spects, in fact, the latest addition to 
Newton’s list of churches furnishes an 
example of stability aud beauty that ap- 
peals to one’s taste of the substantial 
aud artistic iu architecture and general 
treatment. 

The uew eburoh enterprise received its 
first substantial aid, according to the re- 
port of the building committee, from the 
ladies of the society, April 5, 1881), when 
the purchase was made of a parcel of 
laud on which the building now stuuds, 
with mmeylwhich they had neon industri- 
ously raising for several years. 

The ladies, the report goes on to say, 
in the inception of the enterprise, aud 
ever since, have beeu the most enthusi- 
astic aud efficient promoters of the 
project. The remaining por’iou of the 
land was purchased in July 1800. Fol- 
lowing the purchase of the laud, a build- 
ing committee was chosen, and it has 
1-ihored for two years upon the problem 
given it to solve, that of building a 
church adapted to the needs of the soci- 
ety, aud in acoor iauce with the modern 
ideas of a church home, at a moderate 
cost. It is the universal opinion of the 
members of the society that the building 
committee faithfully aud successfully 
accomplished its task. Tho details of 
the cost of laud aud building, furnish- 
ings, eto., are as follows:
